* JERRY BEAVAN, Billy Graham’s per- 
sonal representative, in Australia in 
preparation for the Australia-New Zea- 
land Crusade which is to commence early 
next month, has expressed astonishment 
at the “phenomenal interest” being taken 
in that effort. He told a group of pastors 
that he had “come to promote the Cru- 
sade, but was finding it hard to keep up 
with the interest already displayed.” 


* GEORGE SWEETING is leading a 
three-man team of U.S. evangelists 
(Harry Lui and John Peters of the Pocket 
Testament League) in a special Gospel 
distributing tour of public schools in 
Germany. Beginning in Frankfurt and 
working through the Ruhr Valley to 
Berlin, they plan to visit five schools a 
day and distribute 150,000 Gospels of 
John. 


* JACK W. MURRAY, who has been co- 
pastor of Church of the Open Door, 
Philadelphia, with Dr. Merril T. Mac- 
Pherson for the past eight years, has 
accepted a call to that pastorate follow- 
ing the resignation of Dr. MacPherson 
who has been incapacitated by illness for 
ten years. Pastor Murray will also con- 
tinue as president of Shelton College. 


* STANLEY HEIL of Slatington, Penna., 
nas devoted his spare time on Sunday 
afternoons and evenings since 1925 to 
a special project. He is compiling his own 
personal concordance to the Bible. In the 
33 years spent on his project he has in- 
dexed all words up to the letter “S”. 


* SAM MORRIS, the man the liquor in- 
dustry fears more than sin itself, is find- 
ing real enthusiasm for his “Voice of 
Temperance” program being broadcast 
each Monday evening over coast to coast 
facilities of the NBC radio network. The 
program is now in its 24th year and is 
the only nation-wide Christian temper- 
ance broadcast. 
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Christian Use of Radio Increasing Rapidly 

The thrilling challenge of communicating the gospel world-wide through radio has 
been accepted. In many areas of the world the Christian use of this new tool of 
evangelism is increasing rapidly. Evangelicals, thanks to a few hearty pioneers, are 
in the forefront of this advance. Last month, especially, news reports were en- 
thusiastic. 

Last June when representatives of more than 25 groups engaged in missionary 
radio broadcasting met at the Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, it was considered 
wishful thinking when the World Conference on Missionary Radio went on record 
as aiming to “blanket the globe” with gospel broadcasting. One authority has 

tabulated a list of 45 evangelical radio stations in opera- 
BROADCAST tion throughout the world, 19 of which are affiliated with 

MR. 

ROUNDUP Three new giant projects are under way: 1) WMR is 

forging ahead with plans for a “European HCJB” pat- 
terned after the Quito, Ecuador, station now in its 27th year of successful broad- 
casting. 2) EPI (International Evangelical Radio Station) is rapidly winning 
support in Europe for an international station in Switzerland with plans for a 
million dollar transmitting facility. 3) The Lutheran World Federation has approved 
construction of a radio station in Africa to cost about a half million dollars 

Other recent developments in the Christian use of radio: 

The Evangelical Alliance Mission station on the Island of Aruba in the Netherland 
Antilles began broadcasting November 2. Known as Station Victoria, PJA-6, the 
new voice has a schedule which includes five hours of programs daily and six and 
one-half hours on Sundays. 

The Far East Broadcasting Company in Manila is testing their newly installed 
50,000-watt transmitter for India. The tests show that the signal comes through 
clear and strong. This clears the way for the Evangelical Radio Fellowship of India 
to continue with plans for three hours of programs in the morning and three in 
the afternoon, to be prepared in India and aired from Manila. 

The Inter-American Missionary Society is now operating station 4VEH in Cap 
Haitien, Haiti. A new 5,000-watt transmitter is planned for 1959. 

Radio facilities here in the U.S. are being expanded, too. A new “ham” station, 
K9ATE, in Wheaton, Ill., was added to the short-wave radio network of the Mis- 
sionary Communications Service. (MCS consists of 100 Christian mission boards 
providing communication between mission outposts and stations in this country.) 


SEARCHING: Mrs. Joyce Van Steenburgh of Huntington, N.Y., is the national 
secretary of a group known as South Pacific Allies and Neighbors. SPAN, her hus- 
band’s answer to an “urge” to do something to repay New Guinea natives who 
turned jungles into landing fields, unloaded bullet-pocked airplanes and who often 
led downed U.S. Air Force fliers to safety, is conducting a campaign among former 
servicemen to provide this $50,000 twin-engine airplane for missionary use. The 
plane has been selected by Missionary Aviation Fellowship representatives as 
especially needed for flying over dense jungles. Richard Van Steenburgh is cur- 
rently trying to locate former AF personnel who served in the South Pacific. His 
address: SPAN, Box 336, Huntington Station, New York.

Revival Time, the Assemblies of God 
official radio voice, now in its sixth year 
on the ABC network, using a total of 
328 network and independent stations, 
including 26 foreign outlets, is planning 
to expand its listening audience from 
12 to 15 million this year, using the 
slogan: “49 in '59.” 

In Los Angeles, a new kind of religious 
broadcasting endeavor became officially 
incorporated recently. Directed by the 
Rev. David: V. Benson, the non-profit 
organization will be known as “Russia 
for Christ.” Its purpose is to broadcast 
the Christian message to the people of 
Russia. Each week, five half-hour pro- 
grams are now being broadcast via the 
Voice of Tangier into the heart of Russia. 
Sermons are painstakingly drafted by 
Benson, a Presbyterian minister who has 
spent ten years studying the Russian 
language and culture. The messages are 
then expertly translated by a skilled 
Russian-born linguist. The translator 
carefully studies each sermon, using the 
best possible Russian phrasing and idiom 
to make them as perfect as possible. 

During the past year the Lutheran 
Hour gospel broadcast has been sent to 
11 new lands in five new languages. 
These include Thailand, Togoland, Ni- 
geria and several! other African countries. 
The Lutheran Hour is released by 1,044 
radio stations around the world. It is 
broadcast in 68 countries and in 59 lan- 
guages, at a cost of $1,545,000 annually. 

Missionary Norman Lewis reports that 


a five-minute daily gospel broadcast 
known as “Christian Meditations” has 
begun broadcasting on nine commercial 
stations covering Argentina and adjoin- 
ing countries. 

“Decision,” the Billy Graham radio 
program now being produced in Spanish, 
will be broadcast weekly over some 20 
Latin American stations starting the 
first Sunday in January. The Spanish 
edition will be produced by station “Faro 
del Caribe” of the Latin America Mission. 

The Pacific Broadcasting Association 
in Tokyo is producing tapes of 15-minute 
and 30-minute gospel programs which 
are made available to missions who de- 
sire to sponsor them over a local sta- 
tion. The programs have a combined cov- 
erage of 51 of Japan’s 88 radio stations. 
Rev. Akira Hatori is the speaker on the 
program. 

The Evangelical Radio Fellowship of 
India is working to organize the various 
member missions for production of pro- 
grams to fill a six-hour time block which 
has been offered by the Far East Broad- 
casting Company. The programs will be 
in four languages. 

At Christian Radio Station, Manila, 
national Christians and _ missionaries 
from every major country outside the 
Bamboo Curtain prepare programs in 
their own languages on tape recordings. 
There are now more than 9,000 individual 
tapes in 36 major languages. They are 
used in 10 FEBC stations which broad- 
cast 20 hours daily. 
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Dr. Clarence W. Jones, chairman of 
WMR. is now traveling on a world survey 
of evangelical broadcasting facilities and 
needs. When in Cuba he reported that 
there has been a great increase in gospel 
broadcasting over evangelical stations 
and through the use of purchased time 
on commercial stations. 

These encouraging reports, and they 
are only part of the month’s releases, 
are an indication that evangelicals are 
in deadly earnest in their effort to “blan- 
ket the globe” with gospel broadcasts. 


EVANGELISM 
In Training: More counsellors are in 
training for the forthcoming Billy Gra- 
ham Crusade in Melbourne, Australia, 
than for any previous Crusade anywhere 
in the world. This announcement by Cru- 
sade Director Walter H. Smyth is indica- 
tive of a deep spiritual interest in the 
five-week series which begins next Feb- 
ruary 8.

comments and reactions to the two articles follow: 


I seem to differ with certain members 
of my family in a number of ways, one 
of which is in regard to this business of 
life insurance. You can be sure your 
article, “The Christian and Life Insur- 
ance,”’ by Dallas M. Roark, did not bring 
us in closer harmony. 

I observed Mr. Roark gives as one of 
his points favoring life insurance the 
very point I used in not favoring such 
for a Christian, namely, “. . . In the bet- 
ter policies, dividends make it possible to 
receive considerable more money in cash 
than was paid in. This type is decidedly 
the better from a Christian point of view 
of stewardship.” 

Is not this money which has in no 
way been earned being taken from the 
efforts of others? I believe the increase 
from the talents spoken of in the Bible 
comes from more and better honest labor 
for the Lord. Does not Proverbs 6:6-8 
suggest diligent. honest, hard, persistent 
effort, instead of clever planning whereby 
you may reecive more “. .. than was paid 
in”? 

|He] did not mention what seems to 
me to be a strong point against Chris- 
tians holding life insurance, that of living 
in disobedience to God’s Word as ex- 
pressed in James 1:27: “Pure religion 
and undefiled before God and the Father 
is this, . to keep himself unspotted 
from the world.” 

In being a member of a large life in- 
surance company, is not the Christian 
involved in a membership where he is 
willingly permitting murderers, drunk- 
ards, etc. (for it would seem worldly 
persons from most all walks of life carry 
life insurance), to give him money, and 
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some which he has not earned, to care 
for his very own flesh and blood? Is it 
Christian to provide for his family in 
this manner? 

I believe if the Christian is willing to 
be obedient to God’s will for his life, he 
will not come to need. It may be that 








God will permit a time of testing in the | 


lives of His children, but if we willingly 
remain true and faithful to Him, I am 
certain He will see us through this and 
every other difficult

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At the Shrine of Scholarship 

We are not forgetful of the great contribution which 
scholars have made. What would life be like without the 
gigantic contributions of men of the arts and sciences? 
We are not unappreciative of the need for the carefulness, 
the patience, the discipline, the energetic quest for truth 
which are the very warp and woof of scholarship. This 
word is no plea for shoddiness of work or for laziness 
on the part of the worker. 

But having said all that, we must insist that neither 
do we worship scholarship, and especially the kind which 
in reality ought to be put in quotes. After all, even the 
best scholar may be wrong, for he is a fallible man. Indeed, 
even a company of scholars may be wrong (though we 
may be speaking of a nonentity; one of the signs of 
scholarship seems to be to disagree with other scholars), 
for even more than one scholar will still be fallible. And, 
at any rate, the Christian is supposed only to worship 
God. 

Some thoughts came to mind on this subject when 
recently we read the words of a friend of ours, a man who 
is really a scholar. He insists: “. . . our reactions to 


' scholarship must not be dictated by whether or not 


present-day discoveries confirm or deny our own theo- 
logical views. It is the ‘truth which shall make us free’ 
; Now there is much wisdom in this observation— 
provided the present-day discoveries are genuine and 
are properly interpreted. But it is just there that the 
catch is to be found. 

A pretty sorry list of the mistakes of scholars could be 
made. The fields of astronomy, geology, genetics, history 
and biblical studies would probably furnish some of the 
most glaring examples. That there has been progress 
through the years, we gladly affirm. But how much now 
accepted must later be repudiated? Only the Lord knows. 

Particularly must we be wary about the pronounce- 
ment of scholars when they deny our own theological 


| views. We are not thinking here of the peculiar ideas 


which some of us may have. Rather, we are thinking of 
the great verities of the faith. Frankly, the alieged dis- 


| covery of something to disprove the virgin birth, the deity 
_ of Christ, His sinless life, His atoning death, His glorious 
resurrection, and His ascension into heaven would leave 


us cold and unimpressed. There are some things which 
are settled! 

The Bible-believing Christian holds to the full 
authority, the finality, of the revelation God has given in 
His Word. Whatever new light may come about that 
Word, we can be sure that the great fundamentals of the 
faith must remain intact. God gave them and the God 
who gave them has certainly preserved them. 

So, we are thankful for all that scholarship has done 


; and is doing. But we are frankly suspicious of scholarship 


which tries to undermine the Word of God—even to the 
smallest degree. 


: The Ultimate Foolishness 


A pamphlet put out by the public relations bureau (!) 
of one of the so-called philosophical religions states that 
for a world in conflict what is needed is a new “spiritual” 
approach. And since all the major religions of the world 
ultimately merged into one religion—theirs—they would 
be glad to administer healing to the world by welcoming 
all who would into the fold—also theirs. 

We are reminded of the man who never had a quarrel 
with his wife. He always said, “Yes.” An irreparable loss 
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may be suffered simply by agreeing with somebody. That 
is the curse of the modern “common denominator” psy- 
chology, which is making such a shambles of American 
life. The entertainment world is sick from it—radio, TV, 
movies. Literature, education, society, politics, morality 
—all have suffered immeasurably from the downgrading 
of dignity and quality in order to find agreement, the 
“common denominator.” 

We are not against fellowship or tolerance. The milk 
of human kindness is not curdled in our veins. “God so 
loved the world .. .” But neither God nor His Son ever 
sacrificed truth on the altar of unity. And to equate our 
Lord Jesus Christ with Krishna and Buddha and Zoroaster 
and Mohammed, all in the name of unity—well, this is the 
ultimate foolishness, against a background of tragedy. 


Counsel for Pastors 

Making resolutions at New Year’s is generally regarded 
to be about as profitable as taking thought to add a cubit 
to one’s stature. By and large, secular sources seem to 
assume that anyone foolish enough to try to give up a 
bad habit or acquire a good one will relent within twenty- 
four hours. And Christians—too many of them, at least— 
take the attitude that “Since I can’t do this thing by 
myself, I may as well be satisfied with things just as they 
are.” 

The practice of making a few needed resolutions 
prayerfully and purposefully in dependence on God, how- 
ever, is certainly a healthy one and in keeping with 
earnest Christian living. In the belief that some of our 
pastor readers, especially, will be examining their own 
ministries and making efforts to correct old shortcomings, 
we share some two-hundred-year-old advice from John 
Newton whose Voice of the Heart is a rich source of 
counsel for pastor and layman alike. The portion quoted 
here is from a letter to a young pastor. 

“T recommend to you to be very choice of your time, 
especially the forepart of the day; let your morning hours 
be devoted to prayer, reading and study; suffer not the 
importunity of friends to rob you of the hours before 
noon, without a just necessity. If you accustom yourself 
to rise early in the morning, you will find a great advan- 
tage. Be careful to avoid losing your thoughts, whether in 
books or otherwise, upon any subjects which are not 
directly subservient to your great design, till toward 
dinner time; the afternoon is not so favorable to study; 
this is a proper time for paying and receiving visits, 
conversing among your friends, or unbending with a book 
of instructive entertainment, such as history, which may 
increase your general knowledge without a great con- 
finement of your attention. But let the morning hours 
be sacred. 

“T think you would likewise find advantage in using 
your pen more; write short notes upon the Scriptures 
you read, or transcribe the labors of others; make ex- 
tracts from your favorite authors, especially those who, 
besides a fund of spiritual and evangelical matter, have 
a happy talent of expressing their thoughts in a clear 
and lively or pathetic manner; you would find a con- 
tinued exercise in this way would be greatly useful to 
form your own style and help your delivery and memory. 
You would become insensibly raster of their thoughts 
and find it more easy to express yourself justly and 
clearly . . . Especially remember (what you well know 
but we cannot too often remind each other) that frequent 
secret prayer is the life of all we do. If any man lack 
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wisdom, let him ask of God, and it shall be given; but 
all our diligence will fail if we are remiss in this par- 
ticular.” 


A Century of Service 

With magazines as with people one hundredth birthdays 
provide the occasion for special rejoicing. This is espe- 
cially true when this long span has been unswervingly 
dedicated to the glory of God and the blessing of His 
people as has been the case with The Sunday School Times 
during its one hundred years of service.

Crucifixion or Subjugation? 


The epistles of Pau) bring to the Christian the explana« 
tion of the relationship he bears to the death of Christ, 
“T am crucified with Christ” (Gal. 2:20), or perhaps 
better, “I have been crucified with Christ,” for Paul is 
talking about something which has taken place. 

This is the background of the apostle’s exhortations. In 
Romans he states the truth of the Christian’s death to sin 
and then adds the exhortation, “Reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 6:11). 

Some old-time writer has pointed out that the ancient 
Romans had two methods of punishing their captives. 
When the captives were taken out of warfare they caused 
them to pass under the yoke. The yoke was formed of 
two spears standing upright with a third spear crossing 
the two. The captive passed under the yoke as a sign of 
subjugation. This was indeed degradation, but they were 
still alive. 

The second form of punishment was crucifixion, and 
was the part of criminals and slaves. This was more than 
degradation. This was death. 

The believer has been identified with Christ in His 
death, therefore the exhortation is not to subjugate but 
to mortify, to make dead, the deeds of the body which 
battle against the new life. Death to sin as well as death 
for sin is written over the Cross. So far as He was con- 
cerned it was a death for sin. But for every Christian 
it should be a death to sin. Let us reckon it so. 









DEAD CHURCHES THAT 
COME BACK TO LIFE! 


Churches do die—they close by 
hundreds every year. Today 
10,000 towns and villages have 
no religious services of any kind! 
But every year some dead 
churches live again, to preach 
and teach the gospel with a 
warmth and vigor they never 
knew before. Next month Faith 
Coxe Bailey not only tells you 
why churches die but how, in 
many instances, such churches 
can be made to live again. 
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OW do Christians live in Russia? What are 
the problems they face as they too turn a 
leaf on their calendars to 1959? 

Only one who has lived in Communist Russia 
can answer fully. Yet a visit to Russia and several 
satellite countries in recent weeks has given me a 
new and intensely interesting glimpse of Chris- 
tian life today behind the Iron Curtain. 

John Gunther in his book, Inside Russia Today, 
savs that during the entire time he was in Russia 
he was able to*get into only two homes and “that 
was par for the course.” But in more than a 
dozen instances, in Russia, and elsewhere, the 
words, “He is a Christian,” opened doors to Chris- 
tian homes and some six evangelical churches. 

Moscow’s one Protestant church is still crowded 
though a number of services are held throughout 
the week. Every time I was there the church was 
absolutely packed long before the two and one- 
half to three hours meeting began. People stood 
solidly in the aisles, in the hallways, up the steps 
and in the balcony. The devotion of these Chris- 
tians was overwhelming. 

The Russian government is still anti-God, but 
it has adopted non-violent means of starving out 
the Christian faith through limiting public wor- 
ship to existing church structures and through 
prohibiting religious instruction for anyone under 
18 in schools or institutions. Thus there are no 
Sunday schools in the USSR.

More commonly found are hand-copied manuscripts guarded with great care. 
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WHO will win the children of Christian 
parents? Indoctrination in atheism is 
thorough, and penalties of non-conform- 
ity through ostracism and discrimination 
are severe, not only on the child but also 
on the parents. Virtually none of the 
children can go to church. There is no 
room for them, and parents feel that the 
next best thing they can do is to save 
what little space there is for adults, and 
try to pass on what they have heard. 

And there are other handicaps. Only 
one printing of Bibles has been permitted 
in recent times, a printing of 10,000 
coptes. This is one new Bible for 20,000 
people. Only one printing of 15,000 hymn 
books has been permitted in the last 
twenty to twenty five years, and these 
are printed without notes. Although I 
heard of a correspondence Bible school 
in the Republic of Estonia, there is not 
one Protestant seminary in all the USSR. 

Gospel broadcasts are welcomed by 
these Christian families. It is against the 
law to announce them publicly, or even 
to listen, but the law is not enforced as 
long as people listen in their own homes. 
During our fifteen days behind the Iron 
Curtain we heard our broadcasts from 
the Voice of Tangiers every night. Not 
once was the broadcast jammed. There 
are millions of sets in use, and it was 
evident that little is being done to stop 
these gospel programs. 


GOSPEL BROADCASTS are listened to and appreciated behind 
the Iron Curtain. Here a Christian family gathers to listen 
to one of the programs which have come to mean much. 
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WE visited a Christian home in the 
heart of the Ukraine which I was told 
was typical. Passing a row of dwellings 
which looked quite similar, we walked 
through an archway into a little court 
with about a dozen entrances. From a 
tiny hall we were ushered into a room 
ibout 12 by 15 feet. This was the entire 
home with the exception of a small com- 
munal bath and kitchen shared with 
three other families. The room was fur- 
nished with, an old red plush sofa, a 
couple of cane bottom chairs, a marble 
top side table ard an oval table at which 
the family ate. Across the opposite wall 
were three little cots for the children, 
and in the corner, slightly separated by 
a curtain from the rest of the room, was 
the parents’ bed. Near the sofa was the 
prize possession of the family, and an- 
cient piano, and in the far corner a radio. 

While I was there the children came 
home from school; the father went di- 
rectly from work to church, waiting to 
eat till after service. I asked the girl how 
she enjoyed her school. “We don’t go to 
school to enjoy it,” she answered. “We go 
so we can learn how to work.” Later she 
added, “I go to school six days a week, 
and even during vacation I go to camp 
at least half the time to learn more.” 

This family, I learned, did not have a 
Bible, but the parents taught the chil- 
dren verses which they knew by heart.

This is the price we must pay for being 
true to God. We are here because we 
made a choice.

For another hour we continue to thank 
God. Then we say “amen” in earnest. 
Two hours is a long time to pray! Our 
spiritual soul is well fed, all right, but 
there is also our physical self to consider.

The den 
is underground and the opening now 
sealed by the stone permits no heat or 
light to enter. The chill causes the 
moisture on the floor to feel like ice 
water. 

As we lie down, our head and ear rest 
in the cold dampness. We can’t stand it! 
We take off our coat to roll under our 
head for a pillow. Then our shirt begins 
to pass the dampness. The coldness is 
creeping into every joint and bone of our 
body. A chill comes over us. There is 
no use in trying to sleep. It’s too un- 
comfortable. We sit up, then stand and 
begin to slap our arms against our body 
to keep warm. 

“Never felt worse,” we mutter. 

Then we notice the dripping in a far 
corner of the den. Drip, drip, drip, drip, 
drip, -drip! We try to forget it. The 
harder we try, the louder it sounds. 
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Drip, drip, drip, DRIP, DRIP, DRIP!! 
What is this, water torture? Why can’t 
that drip stop?

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HE book of Psalms is the hymn book 

of the Hebrews. It was the book used 

in public worship both in the temple 

and in the synagogues. Just as in 
every well-organized hymnal there is an 
orderly arrangement of hymns, so it is in 
the book of Psalms. In most hymnals 
there are hymns of adoration for the 
worship of God in three persons. There 
are also hymns that have to do with the 
church and there are hymns about the 
life everlasting. There are hymns to be 
used in the sacraments and there are 
hymns for special seasons and occasions 
and services. 

The twenty-fourth Psalm is one of 
these hymns for special occasions. It was 
written to be chanted in responsive parts, 
with perhaps two choruses. It is a pro- 
cessional hymn, an anthem of praise, 
performed when the heads of the gates 
of the temple were lifted up to receive 
the Ark, which was the symbol of the 
Divine Presence. Only those of the Isra- 
elites who were ceremoniously clean were 
permitted to accompany the Ark into the 
court of the temple. Reading it this way, 
we cannot fail to be impressed with the 
sublimity of this great hymn and its 
exquisite suitableness to the occasion. 

The book of Leviticus describes the 
Ark of the Covenant in all its beauty. We 
read of the mercy seat overlaid with 
gold, and the cherubim with outstretched 
wings looking down upon it. Rings were 
attached to both sides of the Ark through 
which staves were thrust, so that as an 
article of temple furniture it could be 
carried from one place to another. Dur- 
ing the journey the Ark was to be 


wrapped in a veil—the same veil that was 
used to separate it from the outer court 
of the temple. 

There behind the veil it stood— 
Jehovah's mystic throne—the most holy 
place where His honor dwelt, and where 
the high priest came once each year with 
a basin of blood to atone for the sins of 
all the people. In the Ark was the law 
given to Moses, some of the manna that 
fell in the wilderness and Aaron’s rod 
that budded, symbols of God’s power and 
provision for His ancient people. 

Here is a Psalm to exercise the imagi- 
nation. Think of the long procession of 
white-robed priests bearing the Ark, fol- 
lowed by multitudes chanting as they 
ascended to the house of God. In many 
churches today, Sunday after Sunday, we 
may see members of the choir march 
into their stalls in vestments of great 
beauty and dignity, singing as they go. 
They are followed by the verger, who 
carries the Bible up to the pulpit, finally 
by the minister or ministers who slowly 
ascending the platform in an attitude 
of reverence and worship. Even Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of these. 

Now this is the kind of thing that 
was happening as the Psalm was sung, 
except that this procession led through 
the streets of Jerusalem right up to the 
very gates of the temple. 

The song itself began with the solemn 
recital: 


The earth is the Lord’s, 
and the fulness thereof; 
The world, and they that 
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over and over again until the procession 
reached the foot of the hill that led to 
the gates of the temple. As the ascent 
to the House of the Lord began, a voice 
was heard asking the question: “Who’ 
shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? 
| or who shall stand in his holy place?” 
They were thinking of the qualifications 
necessary for what they were doing. They 
were thinking of their unworthiness to 
| perform this holy task. 

| Then as they reached the gates the 
| great chorus swelled:

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Deep in the heart of every man is a question that 
underlies all the ancient sacrifices and all the

His Holy Place to dwell among His wor- 
shiping people. 


+ Ir seems to me in the midst of all 
this pageantry that there is one ques- 
tion that is supreme. It is the question 
with which I would deal in this message. 
It is the question that is asked in the 
third verse. It is a question that lies deep 
in all men’s hearts, and underlies all the 
ancient sacrifices and the asceticism and 
the tortures and the martyrdoms of 
human history. It is the inner meaning 
of Hindus swinging on hooks and meas- 
uring their length along the road, pros- 
trating themselves and rising again, 
traversing great distances till they come 
to the temple or to the river Ganges. 
These all in their way are asking the 
same question that God’s ancient people 
asked: “Who shall ascend into the hill 
of the Lord, or who shall stand in his 
holy place?” 

This is an eternal question, and no 
matter how you look at it it comes down 
to this: How can I get to God? Job ex- 
pressed it in another way. His word was: 
“O that I knew where I might find him!” 
That is one of the great quests of man. 

God is a Spirit, and man too is spir- 
itual in essence, made so that he can 
commune with God, his Creator. 

At the beginning man did have fellow- 
ship with Him. And all would have been 
well had not sin come in to destroy this 
relationship and this fellowship. But now 
the relationship is broken, and sin sepa- 
rates the Creator and His creatures. And 
because man is spiritual in essence, made 
from the beginning to commune with 
God, he must ever be restless until he 
has made it right with God once more. 
Civilized and uncivilized men alike are 
on a quest for God. They may call it by 
another name. They may think they are 
searching for “reality” or “satisfaction” 
or the “abundant life” or “peace of 
mind,” but until they come face to face 
with God and fellowship is restored they 
are restless. 

Psalm twenty-four is not the only 
place where this question occurs in the 
Bible. It is found in another form in 
Psalm fifteen: “Lord, who shall abide in 
Thy tabernacle? who shall dwell in Thy 
holy hill?” It is also found on the lips 
of the prophet Isaiak: “Who among us 
shali-dwell with the devouring fire? Who 
shall dwell with the everlasting burn- 
ings?” This has nothing whatever to do 
with eternal punishment. The best com-

Then by 
this you admit there is something lack- 
ing!” 

That girl did not open her heart to 
Christ, but went down the steps of the 
church mumbling to herself and wishing 
for the answer to her quest. 

The universal consciousness of all peo- 
ple, whether they be the Druids of old, 
or the Zulu, or the Hindu casting himself 
under the wheels of the great Jugger- 
naut—the universal consciousness of man 
is that for rest and peace we must some- 
how get to God and be right with Him. 


+Atonc with that is another inborn 
conviction that this fellowship is im- 
possible because of man’s impurity. That 
knowledge sweeps over a man who is 
feeling and groping after God and lit- 
erally slaps him down. 

How can I find God? I have tried 
penance, I have tried fasting, I have 
tried flagellation, but all to no avail. 
Conscience has no answer. The world in 
all its forms has no answer. Education 
and sicence have no answer. Culture and 
society tell me nothing. But the question 


| keeps coming alive and insists upon an 


answer. 

This very insistence proves. three 
things: first, man’s need of God; second, 
man’s sense of God’s purity; and third,

man’s consciousness of his own sin. In 
the answer to that eternal question lies 
the answer to all you need. When you 
can find it peace and rest are yours, but 
they are far from you until you do. 
Where can the answer be found? It 
can be found in the text of our Psalm. 


He that hath clean hands, 
and a pure heart; who hath 
not lifted up his soul unto 
vanity, nor sworn deceitfuily. 


Now measure yourself alongside of that. 
“He that hath clean hands”—are my 
hands clean? “He that hath a pure 
heart”—is my heart pure? Have I lifted 
up my soul to vanity? Have I sworn de- 
ceitfully? These are the qualifications 
which the Psalmist dashes down before 
us. 

When all these things are considered 
together, David is telling us just one 
thing. He is saying that one thing is 
necessary. He is declaring that the one 
condition for coming to God is “holiness, 
without which no man shall see the 
Lord” (Heb. 12:14). We see at once that 
these are stern but unmistakable terms. 
The depth of my conscience says “yes” 
to them and I know that they are right. 
No matter how I may squirm under them, 
together they make up the irrevocable, 
necessary condition of my getting to God 
and becoming right with Him. 

Yet as I consider these things a great 
sadness comes over me, because I know 
that they completely shut me out. Alas, 
my hands are not clean! My heart is not 
pure! I have lifted up my soul to vanity 
and sworn deceitfully! If this is what 
God requires, then there is no hope for 
me. So many times I have tried to have 
clean hands, to have a pure heart, to 
have a soul free from vanity and deceit, 
but so many times I have miserably 
failed! And you too have miserably 
failed. If this be God’s requirement it is

We who are 
Christians are now on familiar ground. 
I do not know that David saw all the 
fullness of this away back in the twilight 
of revelation, but I do know that he had 
caught a glimpse of this great truth: The 
way to God is of God’s own providing. | 

The way to get, in other words, is | 
simply to receive. God will not require | 
anything that He Himself cannot pro- | 
vide. This is the dawning of the great | 
central truth of the New Testament. This 
is the way of grace and not of works. 
This is the origin of that great salvation 
that enables a man to say: “That I may 

. be found in Him, not having a 
righteousness of mine own ... but that 
which is through faith in Christ” (Phil. 
3:9, AS.V.). 

But that is not all.. The Psalm goes 
on to say: “This is the generation of 
them that seek after Him.” We must all 
be seekers. All men, if ever they come to 
God, must be seekers. Heaven is a gen- 
eration of finders, possessors, enjoyers. 
But they are seekers first. In that little | 
word “seek” is the germ that is later | 
expanded into a New Testament. 

So this entire Psalm presents the | 
gospel in its fullness. It points out the 
only way to God. If we seek we shall 
receive Christ’s righteousness. If we re- 
ceive His righteousness we shall be holy. | 
If we are holy we shall dwell with Him. | 
It is as simple as that. 





+ One final word. It may be that there 
are some who read these words to whom 
all this is a foreign language. You are | 
in the place of dust and ashes. You are | 
hungry and thirsty and dissatisfied and | 
in slavery. I would say to all such, | 
“Throw away your man-made theories! | 
Let God talk to you through this ancient 
canticle! Probe deeply into your life to 
find what is keeping God and heaven out 
of your soul. Then seek Him with all | 
your heart and you will find rest unto | 
your soul.”

AVE you ever caught yourself napping in church? Perhaps 


you did not close your eyes—or maybe you did. Anyway, 


your mind just would not stay with the preacher, and 
you felt the prick of conscience about the whole matter. 
Let me tell you about two people who faced this very problem. 
Dale and Marion Wright were faithful church-attending 
young adults in a small Midwest town. One day they came 
right up to this tantalizing problem of inattention and they 
decided to do something about it. It happened one evening 
after they had read the Biblical injunction, “Keep thy foot 
when thou goest to the house of God and be more ready to 
hear than to give ... sacrifice.” (Eccles. 5:1). 
The Wrights thereupon began a study of the Bible emphasis 
on hearing the Word of God. Among other things they dis- 
covered Jesus’ exhortation, “Take heed what ye hear 


(Mark 4:24). But what really captivated their attention were 
the words from the Master’s lips: “Take heed how ye 
hear (Luke 8:18). This was their problem. 

“Why is it,” they had often pondered, “that we get so little 


from our pastor’s sermons? Why are our minds so prone to 
wander to world-rooted things like the current stock market, 
the high cost of living, the pressure of increasing taxes, per- 
sonality problems in the family circle, or the Sunday dinner 
roast cooking in the oven at home—when we ought to be 
listening to the sermon?” 

Then Marion said, “I wonder 
find the solution?” 

“Well,” replied Dale hesitatingly, “he might find it difficult 
to understand, but if he sees that we're interested in im- 
proving, I’m sure he’ll want to help. Let’s ask him.” 


if the pastor could help us 


+ THE pastor’s sympathetic attitude was encouraging indeed. 
After reassuring them that other people are often troubled 
with this problem, he pointed out that in any preaching service 
there are at least three rather well-defined classes of listeners. 
“Some people,” he declared, “listen against their will. They 
attend church under pressure of some kind, social or otherwise, 
not because they desire to worship God and fellowship with 
His people. Those who listen that way seldom listen well 
because they have developed the facilities for ‘tuning in’ what 
pleases them or ‘tuning out’ what disturbs them.” 

Later on, in talking about this with one of their neighbors, 
the Wrights were told of a visit this man had made to a huge 
hammer shop in a factory located near their home. The noises 
there were fierce enough to be frightening as well as deafen- 
ing. Under such conditions conversation seemed hopeless, and 
yet when the neighbor shouted into the ear of the workman, 
he was immediately rebuffed with, “Whatcha’ yellin’ at? 
Doncha’ think I kin hear?” 
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The ''listening improvement’ course for 
church members demands diligence, and the 


tuition runs high—but the rewards are great 


That workman had become so accustomed to the roaring, 
rumbling, crashing noises about him that he could single out 
ordinary conversation. Such marvelous selectivity is good when 
the preaching of the Word of God is “tuned in” and other 
claimants for attention are “tuned out.” It can also work 
for harm when used the other way around. 

The pastor went on to say that there are people who give 
their attention willingly, but carelessly. Their interest is 
genuine, springing from a sincere desire to know and do the 
will of God. Yet a myriad distracting thoughts and things keep 
screaming for consideration. Succumbing to these distractions 
makes their attention irregular, and consequently there is a 
loss of listening efficiency. It was in this class of listeners that 
Dale and Marion uncomfortably but hopefully located them- 
selves. 

Fortunately the pastor closed his counseling session with the 
Wrights by pointing out another and higher order of listeners 
who attended his services. 

“God bless those who are attentive listeners by choice!” he 
exclaimed. “Those who want to know, to feel, to be something 
—who come expecting a reward for their time and attention. 
Some of them,” he went on, “are willing to discipline them- 
selves to rigid attention despite a dull sermon. They are 
spiritually primed for vital, active listening.” 

This analysis of their own condition led the Wrights to 
conclude that theirs was not a question of motivation, but of 
method. It was not a hard heart but undisciplined listeriing 
habits that stood in their way to successful listening. So, 
thanking their pastor for his helpful assistance, Dale and 
Marion Wright went back home to formulate the following 
suggestions as a guide to good listening. 


+ LISTEN politely. Do not sleep. A good rest Saturday night 
will help avoid this. Eyes front! Ears open! Be alert! 

One audience member’s inattentiveness or unresponsiveness 
May create an atmosphere in which another person could be 
hindered in making an important decision. 

It is a good thing to avoid all possible distracting movements 
about the auditorium during the service. An example of this 
was brought to the Wright’s attention recently. One evening 
during an evangelistic invitation a well-meaning (though un- 
skilled) usher marched down the middle aisle across the front 
of the church to close an open window, then marched right 
back again. Who can tell what holy aspirations may have been 
Suppressed by that one careless act? 

Be considerate in choosing a place to sit. Other members of 
the audience probably are not afflicted with some contagious 
disease. So sit with them or near them. Be quick to encourage 
others to occupy a central section of the auditorium near the

front with you, and thereby set an 
example. 

Such “little” polite considerations will 
improve any preaching service and may 


help someone to decide for Christ. 


+ LiIsTEN discriminatingly. “Roast preach- 


| er” at Sunday dinner should be elimi- 


nated from the menu, of course. But 
think objectively. Evaluate what your 
preacher says. Do not assume that be- 
cause he is “orthodox” you therefore need 


| not listen with discrimination. Even the 





“more noble” Berean Christians, on hear- 
ing the Apostles preach, “searched the 
Scriptures daily, to see whether these 
things were so” (Acts 17:11). The point 
is, be teachable, not gullible. 


+ LISTEN carefully. It is a good thing to 
take notes on the sermon. Any sermon 
worth its salt will have an outline. This 
outline will doubtless revolve around one 
central idea which, if not stated outright, 
will probably be suggested by the sermon 
title indicated in the bulletin. 

Introductory remarks will no doubt 
start with things familiar to all and lead 
gradually to the less familiar and prob- 
ably more abstract theme and its Biblical 
text. 

Then should follow the statement of 
the first main point of the outline. The 
development of this main point may take 
the form of a discussion of a portion of 
Scripture; a logical argument in which 
some truth is defended or propounded; 
an illustration from the Bible, personal 
experience, literature, current events or 
elsewhere; or, application of the truth to 
modern day life. It may be that one, 
several, or all of these elements will be 
there. Look for them. Note them on your 
outline. Watch for succeeding main 
points and note their development along 
the lines suggested above. 

In a good sermon the conclusion comes 
quickly. It will be a summary, restate- 
ment, and/or application of the message, 
with an appeal for a personal response. 

Some folks profit greatly by taking 
notes on the Sunday sermon. In a church 
in Portland, Ore., a young Chinese teen- 
ager who listened attentively to a sermon 
was able to recall it in its entirety, with- 
out props or prompts, a full week later. 
She remembered the title, theme, text 
and main points of the sermon, along 
with some of the illustrations. 


+ Listen prayerfully. Both preacher and 
listener are called upon in a Christ- 
honoring, Bible-centered service to join 
forces on a spiritual battle field. They 
have a common enemy who is subtle and 
strong. Failure to realize this leaves 


many services tragically impotent and 
fruitless. 

Sometimes the preacher realizes this 
all too keenly. One congregation grew 
impatient waiting for the service to 
begin, as their preacher tarried unusually 
long. After an interval of waiting, some- 
one was sent to rap on the parson’s door. 
Promptly he returned, reporting that he 
heard the minister pacing the floor and 
saying, “I’ll not go out there unless You 
go with me.” 

Eventually, the parson emerged from 
the enclosure to preach with unmistak- 
able evidence of hidden strength. Sensing 
the Enemy’s power at that time, he knew 
that the only recourse was prayer, and 
he availed himself of it. We who listen 
ought to share this burden of prayer, too. 

Our preacher needs our prayer. He 
wants it. We may pray for the church 
family, not forgetting the unsaved also. 
Be sure that one’s own heart is tender 
and receptive of God’s truth. Pray before 
leaving home. Pray during the service. 
Pray afterwards that the Holy Spirit may 
give each hearer, including yourself, the 
grace to “be doers of the Word” as well 
as attentive listeners. For the final test 
of listening efficiency lies in the effect 
the message produces in daily living. 


+ LisTEN expectantly. The sermon is a 
tool, not a finished product. 

Often listeners disregard this point, or 
forget it, and look to the man in the 
pulpit as an artist. Then the listener is 
disappointed in the speaker’s ability to 
satisfy, or he becomes so impressed by 
the preacher’s rhetorical display that the 
spiritual import of the message is lost. 

Someone once painted a picture of 
Martin Luther preaching in a massive 
cathedral to a thronging crowd. But in 
the picture the eyes of the audience are 
not lingering upon the mighty Reformer. 
No, the congregation is looking beyond 
Luther to a phantom Figure standing in 
a shadowy area of the picture, a Figure 
which close scrutiny reveals to represent 
Christ standing in the midst. 

Herein lies the ideal of preaching—to 
have an audience whose attention is di- 
verted from the pulpit to the Redeemer. 
Thank God for the man in the pulpit, 
but you must look beyond and see the 
Saviour. 


+ Listen patiently. The thought the 
preacher is trying to present may seem 
difficult or abstruse. But wait! Do not 
give up! Ask the Holy Spirit to illumine 
the Word and to give assistance in 
focusing attention on Christ and His 
will. In patience, give God time to break 
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through the materialistic husks that 
envelop our lives. 

While waiting you might ask some 
simple questions. Why is the preacher 
emphasizing this truth to this audience 
at this time? What are my own personal 
heart needs relative to this truth? What 
does God want to accomplish in our 
church through this message? What does 
the Holy Spirit prompt my soul to do, 
be or become in this message? 


+ THROUGH assiduous application of 
these principles, Dale and Marion Wright 
enthusisatically report a greater depth 
of personal satisfaction in church at- 
tendance and a more adequate growth as 
Christians. 

This advance has not come easily. Lis- 
tening improvement as outlined by them 
is no “snap course” in the college of the 
Christian life. No, tuition runs high and 
the course discipline demands diligence. | 

But the rewards are great. And the | 
loss of them, through a dull and inat- | 
tentive ear, is immeasurable. For as | 
Augustine once said, “If God speaks, woe 
to him who does not hear.’”’ Nor dare we 
slight the stern standard set by our Lord: 
“Take heed how ye hear.” END

Q. First, Dr. English, perhaps we should ask you to explain 

why a revision of the Scofield Reference Bible is being made 
at this time. 
A, The passing of the years is one important factor. The 
first edition of the famous reference Bible was published by 
Oxford University Press in 1909. Eight years later, when the 
publisher decided to reset it in a new and more readable type, 
the editor, Dr. C. I. Scofield, even after so short a span of time, 
felt the need for making some changes in the volume. In his 
preface to this second edition he wrote that he was “solicitous 
that in any new typing of it [the Scofield Reference Bible] 
he might find his opportunity to add, here and there, such 
further help as experience has shown desirable.” 


Q. Was that the only revision this widely used reference 
Bible has had? 

A. Yes. Half a century has passed since the first edition; 
forty-two years since the second. In view of the fact that the 
copyright will expire shortly, this seemed to be an ideal time 
to bring the work completely up to date.

Q. Do you mean that literally, 
difficult for every member of a committee to 
work like this, is it not? 

A. No. Each man presents his proposals for every page. 
every verse, yes, virtually every word. Of course, experts in 
various fields are particularly responsible for special assign- 
ments, but every committee member offers his proposals which 
are read and discussed by the whole group. These suggestions 
may have to do with the original text and translation, marginal 
references, headings, book introductions or footnotes. No 
change is adopted until it has been approved by the majority; 
in fact, except for a very few instances to date, there has 
been unanimous approval. Always there has been unanimous 
consent. 


Q. Would you tell us a littl more about your actual 
procedure? 

A. At each committee meeting a certain number of Bible 
books are assigned for suggestions as to improvements, cor- 
rections or added notes. Well in adavnce of the next committee 
meeting each member writes out his proposals and sends them 
to the chairman. These are combined so that all proposals 
appear in their proper place, and copies of the compilation 
are sent to each committee member. These suggestions are 
then discussed page by page at the next meeting. Later ap- 
proved changes, plus some individual assignments resulting 
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| from an earlier meeting, are listed and 
resubmitted for another discussion in 
committee. Genesis has received five such 
intensive reviews; there has been four 
drafts of Exodus. 


Q. Doesn’t this involve a huge amount 
of paper work? 

A. Yes, it does, Transcripts of each 
committee session are made by the re- 
cording secretary and sent to committee 
members as well as to Mr. Ruggles who, 
| incidentally, attends each session and has 





|; been most helpful. So far we have ap- 
proximately 1900 pages recording com- 
mittee discussions. In my study I have 
twenty loose-leaf binders filled with sug- 
gestions pertaining to the Old Testament 
alone, perhaps 3500 sheets in all. Each 
member of the committee has duplicates 
| of these with his own notations entered 
| in them. Other records and correspond- 

ence are centered in the office of the 
| committee’s full-time secretary, Howard 
C. Ferguson. So far as I know, no other 
reference Bible has been so thoroughly 
and carefully edited. 


Q. How fast is this work progressing? 
Will the new edition be out within, say, 
five years? 

A. At this point it’s a little hard to 
tell. Our committee first met on October 
25, 1954. Since then work on the Old 
Testament has been virtually completed 


| and work has been begun on the Gospels. 
The publisher’s schedule calls for the 





committee to complete its task by the 
end of 1960, with another year for the 
chairman to finish his work. Even then 
the job will be far from finished. The 
publishing of any Bible is an exacting 
work, but the task is even greater in the 


case of an annotated edition of thé 
Scriptures. Composition or typesetting) 
alone is a tremendous undertaking; fur.f 
thermore, not one proof reading by 
many readings of the text, reference 
and annotations are required. Othe 
printing operations also require time 
Thus the new Scofield Bible can hardly 
be available before 1963. 





Q. Generally speaking, Dr. English, 
can you tell us how the revised edition 
will be different from the Scofield Ref. 
erence Bible now in use? 

‘A. Obviously it is too early to offer more 
than a broad hint as to the alteration; 
being made, for the work should be judged 
on the basis of the completed edition 
not on the basis of the few items that 
I can mention here at this time. I can 
say, however, that the revision will not 
be a new translation. The majesty 
beauty, cadence and familiarity of the 
King James Version will be retained, but 
words and expressions that have no 
meaning to modern readers will be clari- 
fied. For example, why speak of “car- 
riages” in Acts 21:15 when “baggage” is 
meant? Or why continue to read “pre- 
vent” in I Thessalonians 4:15 when today 
the English connotation of the Greek verb 
is “precede”? Again, why should we fol- 
low the custom of 1611 in saying “think- 
est” and “thinketh,” and to use “thou” 
rather than “you” as a form of address? 


Q. I suppose there’s a sense in which 
your decision might be regarded as a 
vote of confidence in the King Jam 
Version. 

A. Yes. It is the considered opinion of 
many Bible publishers that the latte

Q. What about changes in the notes 
and helps? 

A. There will be a number of these, 
of course. Additional marginal references 
will appear in the revision, the number 
of sub-headings will be increased though 
many of them will be shortened. These 
incidentally will be printed in smaller 
type than that used for the Bible text 
so that uninformed readers will not 
equate them with the inspired Scripture. 
The chronology will be revised through- 
out; only dates that can be authenticated 
will appear. Introductions to the various 
books and sections of the Bible will be 
enlarged and improved. A more complete 
index will be prepared and new maps will 
be included. Finally, considerable work is 
being done on footnotes. A few will be 
deleted, many will be revised, some will 
be expanded. Numerous new footnotes 
will appear, quite a few of them related 


to archeology. These will bring the work | 


up to date on recent findings. 


Q. Does all this mean that the Bible 
likely to Scofield 
flavor?

IN THE STUDY 


The Significance of 
Celestial Phenomena in 


Biblical Prophecy 


Although since the mastery of the air 
and the development of the airplane, our 
attention has been directed to aerial 
activity, and we speak of this as an aerial 
age. it was not until the launching of 
the first Sputnik that the thoughts of all 
civilized people were turned to the sub- 
ject of celestial phenomena—by which I 
mean matters pertaining to the moon, 
the planets, the sun and the stars. The 
Bible says a great deal about disturb- 
ances in the celestial sphere to occur at 
the end of the age, and with the advent 
of Sputnik a number of articles were 
written on this subject, some of them 
containing very foolish statements. I 
thought perhaps my readers would like 
to have before them an outline arrange- 
ment, without any elaborate interpreta- 
tion, of practically all references in the 
Old and New Testaments to celestial 
disturbances. 


I. The General Basic Statement 

A. It is generally thought that Joel was 
the first of the writing prophets. In his 
comparatively brief but important book 
we have an announcement regarding ce- 
lestial phenomena that is repeated in 
later prophecies, both in the Old and 
New Testaments (2:10, 30, 31; 3:15). 
These prophecies, as the text clearly in- 
dicates, refer to the time known as “the 
day of the Lord” (see 1:15 and 2:1, 11). 
Joel 2:28-32a is quoted by St. Peter in his 
great Pentecostal sermon (Acts 2:16-21). 
While there was an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit on that day, the celestial 
disturbances here spoken of did not 
occur. This means, of course, that the 
prophecy will have its fulfillment in the 
future. 

B. The reiteration of these predictions 
by Isaiah is notable.

1. “For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give their 
light; the sun shall be darkened in its 
going forth, and the moon shall not cause 
its light to shine” (Isa. 13:10). Note that 
the time these things shall occur is said 
to be, as in Joel, in “the day of the 
Lord” (13:6, 9) Though this prediction 
is placed in a chapter concerning judg- 
ment upon Babylon, it embraces a much 
larger sphere, for the Lord here declares, 
“I will punish the world.” 


2. The most interesting of all prophecies 
of this nature is found at the concluston 
of Chapter 24: “And it shall come to pass 
in that day, that Jehovah will punish the 
host of the high ones on high, and the 
kings of the earth upon the earth. And 
they shall be gathered together, as 
prisoners are gathered in the pit, and 
shall be shut up in the prison; and after 
many days shall they be visited. Then 
the moon shall be confounded, and the 
sun ashamed; for Jehovah of hosts will 
reign in mount Zion and in Jerusalem; 
and before his elders shall he glory” 
(v.v. 21-23). 


The forceful comment of the Biblical 
scholar Delitzsch on these lines is so 
profound that I would like to quote it 
here: “‘The host on high’ refers to per- 
sonal powers, namely, the angelic army. 
Both the context and the parallelism 
show that the reference must be to a 
penal visitation in the spiritual world, 
which stands in the closest connection 
with the history of man, and in fact with 
the history of the nations. Consequently 
the host on high will refer to the angels 
of the nations and kingdoms; and the 
prophecy here presupposes what is af- 
firmed in Deut. 32:8 (LXX), ‘When the 
most High divided the nations, when he 
separated the sons of Adam, he set the 
bounds of the nations according to the 
numbers of the angels of God,’ and sus- 
tained in the book of Daniel, when it 


speaks of a prince of Persia, Javan, and 
even the people of Israel. 

Delitzsch goes on to say: “Just as, ac- 
cording to the scriptural view, both good 
and evil angels attach themselves to par- 
ticular men, and an elevated state of 
mind may sometimes afford a glimpse of 
this encircling company and this conflict 
of spirits, so do angels contend for the 
rule over nations and kingdoms, either 
to guide them in the way of God or to 
lead them astray from God; and there- 
fore the judgment upon the nations 
which the prophet here foretells will be 
a judgment upon angels also. The king- 
dom of spirits has its own history run- 
ning parallel to the destinies of men.” 


C. The famous lamentation over Pharaoh 
in the Book of Ezekiel contains a similar 
statement (32:7, 8). 


D. There is one group of prophecies in 
which the shaking of the heavens and 
the shaking of the earth are placed to- 
gether: Isaiah 13:13; 34:4; Joel 3:16; 
Haggai 2:6, 7, the last of which is quoted 
in Hebrews 12:26. 


II. References to Celestial Phenomena 

in our Lord’s Olivet Discourse 
A. In Luke’s account, one phenomenon 
of this type is located before the tribula- 
tion: “And there shall be great earth- 
quakes, and in diverse places famines and 
pestilences; and there shall be terrors 
and great signs from heaven” (21:11). 
What these “great signs” will be is not 
indicated. 


B. In Matthew's record of this great 
prophetic utterance, the word heaven 
occurs, significantly, five times in three 
successive verses (Matt. 24:29-31).

There is no unity of interpreta- 
tion among commentators on this verse. 
My own view is that this corresponds 
with “the hosts of the high ones” referred 
to above.

This phrase is in 
Matthew only. Here again the interpreta- 
tions down through the ages have been 
many, some holding that this is actually 
the appearance of Christ, others, that it 
is a prediction of a great illuminated 
cross to appear in the sky, etc. 
4. “Then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son of 
man coming on the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory” (also Mark

Passing of Klausner 
On Monday, October 27, 1958, one of 
the great Jewish historians of modern 


' times, Professor Joseph Klausner, passed 


away at the age of eighty-four. Of all 
his many books and articles, perhaps the 
best known among Gentiles is Jesus of 
Nazareth, first published 
translated into many languages. 

When one recalls that Klausner was 


in Matthew alone, 5:16, | 





in 1922 and | 


an orthodox Jew, and perhaps the most | 


influential professor in the Hebrew Uni- 
versity of Jerusalem since its founding, 
it is not without significance that he 
speaks of Christ as one “the various 
traits of whose character united to make 
him a force and an influence for which 
history has never yet afforded a parallel” 
(p. 411). He even dares to say that “Jesus 
surpassed Hillel in his ethical ideals,” 
and, if I remember correctly, somewhere 
he has written that Jesus was “the flower 
of Jewish civilization.” 

I will never forget the Saturday after- 
noon when, with some friends, I was 
privileged to visit in Klausner’s home, 
south of Jerusalem. Not realizing that 
the sabbatical laws of the Talmud forbid 
a man to sign his name—it is considered 
work—I asked if he would sign my auto- 
graph album. He declined, but said he 
would do it another day. 

However, when we began to discuss the 
Messianic meaning of a certain Psalm, 
Dr. Klausner climbed five rungs of a 
ladder to reach a large volume on the top 
shelf of his library, brought it down, and 
laid it open on his desk. 

He could not write his name, but he 
could get a book from a top shelf, even 
developing a little perspiration, because 
the Talmud did not prohibit this. This is 


the kind of bondage to which our Lord 


referred in Matthew 15:1-6, “the tradi- 


tion of the elders.”

This is more than 
just a dramatic way 
to welcome the new 
year; it’s the actual 
recorded count down and blast off of one 
of our initial satellite launchings at Cape 
Canaveral and it establishes us impres- 
sively in our own orbit of 3344 rpm. These 
sounds are also the first you hear opening 
the door to the YOUTH FOR CHRIST 
OFFICIAL ALBUM—CHOIR, BRASS 
AND MUSICIANS DIRECTED BY 
PAUL MICKELSON. 

This is a fast moving, variety packed 
half hour of youthful zest which is cer- 
tainly filled with volume and liveliness, 
although sometimes at the expense of 
good musicianship. You'll hear such 
timely songs as I Have Christ in my 
Heart (band and choir), Send the Light 
(with fast, accurate trombone strategy 
by Joe Tally), Down Deep in my Heart 
(Phil and Louie Palermo and choir), 
Springs of Living Water (twin piano 
manueverings of two young geniuses, 
Kurt Kaiser and Donna Mains), Sweeter 
as the Years Go By (Paul Mickelson at 
the Conn organ), Until Then (a Stuart 
Hamblen number with that old time 
camp meeting sound), When God Is Near 
(a rather liberal treatment by five trom- 
bones), Nothing But the Blood (violin 
solo by Vern McClellan), and the YFC 
Victory March to climax the album. 

This is the sound of singing exuberance, 
with a slight tone of immaturity in spots, 
but full of red-blooded American youth 
on solid ground (WORD W-3055 LP). If 
you’d like to stay young awhile, secure 
this album and then get a “booster shot” 
at the YFC Convention at Winona Lake, 
Ind., in July. I’m sure President Ted 
Engstrom and associates would appre- 
ciate your interest. 





» Now step inte a music room enclosed 
with simplicity, purity and haunting 
harmony, all marked with quality. Take 
a flute, an oboe and a harp; add to a 
vocal duet and you have Wayfaring 
Stranger. You'll hear the unique, refresh- 
ing sound of BEN AND BETH ALLEN as 
they sing the Appalachian modal num- 
bers which form this fine album (BB 
7061) produced by Christian Faith Re- 
cordings, Reseda, Calif. 

Ralph Carmichael has tastefully ar- 
ranged the instrumentation of these 
selections. I’m not usually drawn to male 
and female duets, but these numbers 
are so unusually formed and treated that 
it was a refreshing experience just to 
sit back and absorb this expression. 


Beth has a fluid, pure soprano with 
evident training and control. Ben’s voice, 
although not outstanding, is handled 
with much sensitivity and dispatch. The 
whole album is extraordinary, brimming 
with individuality and creativeness. Very 
appealing are selections like I’m on my 
Journey Home, Pleading Saviour, Gentle 
Jesus and Be Thou My Vision. Wings of 
the Morning really has a good lilt with- 
out being distasteful. My favorite in the 
album is Little David Play on your Harp 
(catch the instrumentation on this one). 
If you like to step out of the mold 
occasionally, this record is for you. 


» Here’s one of Sacred Records’ new 
ones, SONGS TO BRIGHTEN THE DAY 
—BUD MILLER (LP-8009). A healthy- 
looking color photo of Bud at ease sets 
the pace for the album which is per- 
formed at essentially an easy-going pace. 
One sound I enjoyed right from the 
start was the expertly handled guitar 
background on the first band, He Lead- 
eth Me. Ralph Carmichael floats in to 
stay for a while with a small string en- 
semble. 

Bud stops for breaks in certain spots 
throughout the record to hum the melody 
—which is different. I think I recognize 
the piano style of Charlie Magnuson in 
Now I Belong to Jesus and others. Bud's 
appeal lies in his easy, swaying style. It 
sounds to me as though he’s spent a few 
hours at one time or another doing pop 
or scat singing or something along that 
line. In other words, it’s “real cool” in 
places. Then a few moments later he pro- 
duces a nice, gentle, puritan type expres- 
sion. His voice doesn’t have a vital sound 
but it’s soulish, nice to listen to. 

Bud is vice-principal and dean of boys 
at Jordan Junior High in Burbank, 
Calif., and is heard regularly on the 
“Sunday Sing” television program in that 
area. For You I Am Praying is nicely 
done. Near to the Heart of God is one 
you'll hear, along with Sweeter as the 
Years Go By, Calvary Covers It All, 
Count Your Blessings and Old-Time Re- 
ligion. I’d expect the younger folk espe- 
cially to take to Bud’s style and expres- 
sion in this album. 


» By the way, the mailman has been 
very generous to this editor lately. I’ve 
been enjoying your letters indeed. It’s en- 
couraging to this department to observe 
the over-all interest indicated toward 
the reviews and to sacred music on rec- 
ords in general. We don’t have all the 
answers by a long shot, but we’ll cer- 
tainly do our best to search the situations 
for you by inquiring of the record com- 
panies themselves. 


» So, with a hearty Hi! for 59 and 4 
fast ‘Bye! to you all, I’ll make a peaceful 
exit for a while. Over and out!

New books are 
fascinating even to the non-reader. A 
few new books added often will stimulate 
interest over a longer period of time 
than will many books added once a year. 

Does she let the entire Sunday school 
know that new books are available? See 
that she has a few minutes in which to 
introduce new books to the age group for 
which they are intended.

Even though this is a children’s book 
| week, you don’t have to limit the age. 
One year, when the suggested motto 
was “Let’s Read More,” we emphasized 
the thought, “Let’s Read More About 
People Who Need Us.” Large colorful 
lettering was thumbtacked to the wall 
above a map of the world which was 
drawn on a 27 by 36 inch sheet of poster 
| board. We scotch-taped colored ribbons 
to books on a table and thumbtacked 
them to the country about which each 
book was written. After church, many 
of the ribbons hung limp. Books had been 
taken home to be read! 

Does she know what books Sunday 
school pupils would like to read? Send 
or give a questionnaire to the classes to 
find out their needs and preferences. 
This will help in buying new books which 
the pupils are really interested in read- 
ing. If they are given an opportunity to 
help choose the bocks, they are going to 
feel a personal interest in using the 
library. 

Perhaps Christian reading material is 
the only method by which some of the 
homes in your community can be reached 
for Christ. Parents will perhaps read 
some of these books to the smaller chil- 
dren. Other parents may glance through 
a book an older child brings home. 

Keep yours an active library which 
will help to strengthen the spiritual life

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How Audio Visuals Help You Teach 





oTion pictures, filmstrips and slides 
\] are strong communications tools be- 

cause they establish a positive eye 
contact with those who see the image on 
a screen. Only a very few people fail to 
respond at least in some small way to the 
stimulation of mind which these three 
mediums of expression provide. 

Each of the three kinds of audio-visual 
materials we are examining has its own 
special values. The sound motion picture 
captures the sights and sounds from 
which it is made and makes it possible 
to present vibrant, lively concepts. Its 
predominant value lies in its ability to 


| portray the motion of life. It thus makes 


what it shows intensely real to those who 
see it. People identify themselves with 
what it shows and tend to participate in 
the activity seen on the screen. 

Filmstrips and slides give about the 
same sort of still image on a screen but 
they differ in the way they are used. 
Filmstrips usually are shown when a 
specific sequence of pictures is needed 
to create a thought lead. Filmstrips also 
simplify the problem of filing pictures 
since individual scenes in a series of pic- 
tures cannot be lost. They are also easy 
to show smoothly and with the least 
likelihood of a hitch. And they are in- 
expensive. 

The slide is a flexible tool. It permits 
use of any sequence, a single picture or 
a couple of dozen, or almost any content. 
A slide can be made simply by clicking 
a shutter in a camera. Or it can be made 
by means of hand art work. Slides also 
are generally rather inexpensive. 


+ IF you are cost conscious, and only a 
spendthrift is not, you want to know how 
much average motion pictures, filmstrips 
and slides cost. 

Motion pictures cost the most to use 
per viewer per use. This statement is 
based on film rental rates. It is also 
true relative to purchase of films. It is

Color films are normally more expensive 
to rent or buy. Those of the above de- 
scribed length would normally 
between $8.75 and $16.00. Longer films 
cost more and the shorter ones cost less. 
Multiple showings at varied locations 
usually demand the full rate per location 
as separate bookings. 

Motion pictures for use by the church 
are normally rented from _ specialized 
sources. Some are operated by private 
individuals as a business service to 
churches. Some are operated by denomi- 
national or other publishing services as 
audio-visual departments or film li- 
braries. Others are set up as regional 
libraries of audio-visual materials by 
local groups or federations of churches.

frames long. Such a filmstrip may sell 
for from $2.50 to $6.50 or $7.00 for those 
in color. Those which are designed to 
be used with a record to give the ac- 
companying narration may sell for be- 
tween $8.50 and $16.00. 

Sets of several filmstrips usually cost 
less per filmstrip than if bought sepa- 
rately. Filmstrips are almost always pur- 
chase items. However, some regional and 
denominational audio-visual depositories 
rent them for approximately 75 cents to 
$1.50 in the case of those having no 
record. Sound filmstrips (those having 
records) often rent for $3.00 to $5.00 per 
use. 

Slides are only slightly more expensive 
than filmstrips. (This refers only to com- 
| mercially made slides. No cost figures 
|/can be given here for home-made slides 
since cost factors vary widely according 
to the individual situation.) Most of the 
2 x 2 slides marketed to churches cost 
| between 40 cents and 50 cents each, in 
color. Black and white slides from com- 
mercial sources are almost non-existent. 
A few places will rent slide sets. Gen- 
erally, however, slides are for sale. 
For sources of commercially made 
| filmstrips and slides, the reader is asked 
|to note advertisers in Christian publica- 
tions, watch review articles and be alert 
for catalogs from publishing houses that 
handle audio-visual materials. END

AST winter a fellow-Christian learned 
that I was undergoing a_ great 
struggle with temptation. He presented 
me with a plaque and told me to put it 
on my bedside table so that I might read 
its inscription first thing in the morning 
and last thing at night. The plaque read: 
“Greater is He that is in you, than he 
that is in the world.” 

How grateful I am to the Lord because, 
even though the fellow-Christian of

And so it is His work that has produced 
our family’s “spiritual diary’—our “Em- 
manuel Book,” so-called because of its 
continuing weight of evidence of “God 
with us.” 

Every Christian family ought to keep 
a record of their spiritual life. You can’t 
really know the blessings of the practice 
until one day, discouraged, you page

account of answered prayer, or the record 
of a soul-searching remark from the lips 
of your own little ones. 

Our books—a new one for each new 
year—are filled with miracles. No record, 
| it is true, of water turned to wine or of 
| coin found in a fish’s mouth. But there 
is a record of two self-reliant church 
members being transformed into two tri- 


umphant believers who are_ trusting 
wholly in the merits of their Saviour, the 
Lord Jesus. 


+ ANy argument against the reality of 
miracles would not get very far at our 
house. Too often we have seen untoward 
circumstances change after talking them 
over with the Father! And we’ve seen— 
at least later—that even when things 
seemed at a standstill He was working a 
miracle of love in changing the course 
of our lives. 

Take our avocado tree as an example. 
It was a great big healthy-looking tree, 
certainly, but it simply would not bear. 
Season after season it continued, like the 
barren fig tree, making a great display 
of its leaves but worthless as far as fruit 
was concerned. 

But while I was viewing the tree with 
ill-diguised contempt what were our little 
boys, Three and Five, doing? They were 
thanking the Lord for that tree! Faith- 
fully in their prayers they expressed 
gratitude for it more than once. 

And what happened? The very next 
season the tree was weighed down with 
fruit! And so it became the boys’ tree or 
more exactly, the Lord’s tree. It was His 
blessing that had made it produce, and 
its fruit was to be for Him. The boys were 
able to earn their own money for mis- 
sions. Their prayers for the avocado tree 
continued. The fruit ripened. And faced 
with the prospect of having no market 
for the fruit whatsoever, special prayers 
brought a sudden order from a local 
hospital—probably the highest-paying 
market in town! 

We saw in this that the Lord still 
works miracles, but we saw even more 
how highly He regards a thankful spirit 
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The boys had been grateful for the tree | 


even when it was barren; now not only 
the tree but their gratitude bore fruit. 


+ WE have learned so many things as a 
family in Christ, but when we are prone 
to forget the evidences of His mighty 
love and personal care, our books help us 


sons why we think every family in Christ 
ought to keep a record of their life in 
Him. The experience that called forth 
thanksgiving and praise one day is not 
forgotten the next. It can be recalled, 
and years later it can continue to bring 
forth praise and thanksgiving to the One 
responsible for it. 

Not the least among the recollections 
in our books are the records of the com- 
ments of our children. Small comments, 
yes, but filled with the radiance of little 
candles Spirit-kindled. 

Some of the soundest yet gentlest re- 
bukes have come to me through my old- 
est child. Once I bought a very pretty, | 
but non-essential, pink dress—admittedly | 
against the pricks of conscience—and he 
said simply, “It’s just like the prodigal | 
son, Mommy. He spent money on things 
he didn’t need, either.” 

The parcel went back to the store un- 
opened, and I gained a new sense of | 
rerponsibility concerning the use of my | 
Father’s money. 


+ We used to keep records of such mis- 
cellaneous things as babies’ new teeth, 
their vocabulary growth, their physical 
growth and the like. Then we came face | 
to face with Jesus Christ. And we 
learned that growing in Jesus is the only 
growing that really matters. Gradually 
we dispensed with our other records be- 
cause the presence of the Lord and. His | 
work in us brought about such amazing | 
things that we couldn’t keep from writ- 
ing them down instead. 
One evening we were trying to tell the 
older boy what love is. Finding it diffi- 
cult to explain, we fumbled for syno- 
hyms. Two-and-a-half smiled knowingly. | 
“Do you know what love is?” we 
asked, a little incredulous. 
“Jesus!” he said triumphantly. 
And the Word confirmed his defini- | 
tion: God is love. 
Besides the records of God’s providence | 
there are records of His testings. Some | 
of the incidents might seem slight to you. | 
| 
| 


To us they are the love of God in Christ 
Jesus, made evident in our very own 
lives. Our victories in Him might seem 
great or small to others. To us they are 
wonderful.

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Jesus Emphasizes 
The Cost of Greatness 
Mark 10:35-45 





MEMORY SELECTION: Whosoever 

will be great among you, shall be your 
| minister.—Mark 10:43 
| The nations of the earth are engaged 
| in a great “cold war” struggle because 

of the ambitions of some to be the 
greatest. Efforts are made to conceal 
| the real motive under a cloak of high- 
| mindedness and fine ethical objectives, 
but essentially the reason for the strife 
is the desire for power. ' 

To them_ greatness means size, 
strength, wealth and position. It means 
the same to the average man on the 
street. Unfortunately, the same vicious 
and erroneous philosophy controls much 
of the activity and life of the church. 

We agree with Dr. Douglas who says, 
“Few lessons have been taught more 
often and with less results than this one. 
From pulpit and classroom it has been 
repeatedly emphasized that Christian 
greatness means service, not lordship; 
yet the attitude of the disciples (v. 37) 
is far more common in the church than 
the attitude of Christ” (vv. 43-45). He 
gives two reasons: (1) the unwillingness 
of people to receive this truth, and (2) 
the inability of teachers and preachers to 
present this truth effectively because 
they do not practice it in their own 
lives. Think it over! 

Christian people should learn that 
the world’s standards of greatness are 
just the opposite of God’s standards. The 
world would be astonished at the results 
if we would really live by God’s stand- 
ards. 


I. How to Be Small (vv. 35-41) 

The sad formula for this result is 
just this: live for yourself. There is no 
use trying to cover up selfishness by 
smooth or pious talk. Let’s face it and 
get rid of it! 
| Were it not written for us to read, we 
| would find it hard to believe that James 
| and John, honored and beloved disciples 
of our Lord, and their mother, a woman 
known for her earnest faith and diligent 
service, would be guilty of such an ex- 
pression of selfishness, particularly in 
that sacred hour when Jesus had spoken 
of His sacrificial death for sinners. 

What a strange mixture of faith in 
Christ and an overwhelming desire for 
self-glory we find here. Disregarding 
what Jesus said about His sufferings they 
apparently could think only of them- 
selves and their desired position of 
honor when He comes in His glory.

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Jesus Questioned 
About the Tribute 
Luke 20:19-26 


MEMORY SELECTION: Render there- 
fore to Caesar the things which be 
Caesar’s and unto God the things which 
be God’s.—Luke 20:25 

The teaching of this lesson is better 
stated by the suggested adult topic: 
“Two Kinds of Citizenship.” We have 
here not just the question on the tribute 
money and Jesus’ answer, but the recog- 
nition of the allegiance of believers to 
their King, the Lord Jesus, which makes 
them the best citizens of America. 

No government can claim’ divine 
authority, for God’s Word does not pre- 
scribe any special form of government 
for our day. But (and this is most im- 
portant) the principles upon which gov- 
ernment should be established are 
clearly given in God’s Word, and the 
form of government which fits into the 
teaching of the Bible calls for our in- 
terest and support. We believe that the 
form of democracy under which we now 
live best meets these principles. 

Jesus had declared that He was “the 
stone which the builders rejected” (Luke 
20:17), and so was the corner stone of 
the Christian faith which the priests and 


scribes rejected. They understood what 
He said and hated Him for it. So they 
set to work to entrap Him with 


I. A Crafty Question (vv. 19-22) 

It was a subtle and clever thing they 
proposed, a simple question which was 
calculated to place at once this bright 
young teacher on the horns of a dilem- 
ma. If He urged them to pay tribute to 
the Roman government the Jews would 
hate Him, and if He told them not to 
pay tribute the mighty Roman govern- 
ment would crush Him. 

Rather neat, wasn’t it? But it was also 
stupid, because the trap they set for 
Him provided the perfect noose to go 
around their own miserable necks. Those 
who oppose the Lord Jesus and seek in 
their cleverness to destroy the Chris- 
tian faith today stand in the same dan- 
gerous spot. See that you do not comfort 
or aid them in their smartness. 

They received what they deserved: 


Il. A Disconcerting Answer (vv. 23-25) 

In fact we might well change that 
word “disconcerting” to “devastating,” 
for Jesus quietly and with marvelous 
poise pulled all the props out from under 
their tricky little structure. 

Taking their own pocket money He 
declared that if they used the money of 
Caesar and lived under the protection 
of his government they should pay their 
taxes. The coin stood for an orderly 
government, the benefits of which they 


enjoyed and which they ought to sup- 
port. 

Let’s be clear that no real Christian 
evades his duty to his country whether 
it be to pay taxes or to take an intelli- 
gent interest in its government. One of 
the dark blots on the Christian church 
is the lack of civic righteousness on the 
part of many of its members. 

Do not fail to emphasize the other 
side of our Lord’s statement, namely, 
that every man must “render to God the 
things which be God’s.” That calls for 
recognition of His authority over our 
lives and His right to our glad submission 
of all that we have and are into His 
hands. 

Here also we find the presentation of 


Ill. A Great Principle (vv. 25, 26) 

We repeat verse 25 for, with verse 26 
it presents the true Christian citizen as 
completely loyal to his nation while 
(really because) he is a true and loyal 
subject of the kingdom of God. 

Here are two realms—call them church 
and state if you wish—which while re- 
taining their separate entities are inex- 
tricably bound together in the life of the 
follower of Christ. We have often said 
what bears repeating: the most power- 
ful lift that could come to the great 
nation of America would be to win its 
people to Christ, so that they could be 
the best citizens of this country because 
they are citizens of the divine kingdom. 
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Jesus Questioned 
About the Resurrection 
Luke 20:27-38 


MEMORY SELECTION: He is not a 
God of the dead, but of the living: for all 
live unto Him.—Luke 20:38 

Christianity is a resurrection faith. 
The religious cults of this world center 
their interest around leaders who lie 
dead in their graves. We worship and 
serve a Living. Lord, One in whom we 
nave life for time and eternity. 

Spiritual truth was challenged in our 
lesson by the materialists of Christ’s 
day, just as it is opposed and ridiculed 
by the rationalists of our day. Seeking 
to put divine truth through the narrow 
channels of their own mental processes, 
they reject that which could really set 
them free and go around smugly delight- 
ing in their neat little theories. Arid, 
pathetic folk, they regard themselves as 
quite superior to those who have a single 
but glorious faith in God. 

We may learn much as we see 


I. The Fantastic Rationalists (vy. 27- 
33) 

Denying the existence of the spiritual 
world, the existence of angels and the 
possibility of the resurrection, they were 
unbelievers both as to the Jewish faith 
and as to Christianity, although still 
clinging to their relationship to the great 
leader, Moses. 


They scornfully regarded Jesus as a 
promising young man who had unfor- 
tunately gotten Himself mixed up with 
“fundamentalism.” They have their 
counterparts in the church today, espe- 
cially in our religious schools and semi- 
naries where they seek to destroy the 
faith of our young people by ridicule 
anc intellectual unbelief. 

Note the fantastic story they contrived, 
based on Jewish law which required a 
man to marry the childless wife of a 
brother “to raise up seed,” and thus con- 
tinue his line of descent (Deut. 25:5). In 
order to subject Jesus to ridicule they 
theorized concerning seven such mar- 
riages, in which all the brothers died, 
and “last of all the woman died also.” 

Now they wanted to know which one 
was her husband in heaven, and waited 
to watch Jesus squirm under the prob- 
lem. But they reckoned without the 
superiority of 


Il. Our Magnificent Lord (vv. 34-36) 

We learn in Matthew 22:29 that Jesus 
politely but definitely deflated them at 
once by telling them that their trouble 
was ignorance, because they didn’t know 
the Scriptures. As I read the theories of 
our modern rationalists who claim to 
have studied the Bible I wonder what 
Bible they read, for it is surely not the 


qualified to speak about that blessed 
place and He immediately lifted the 
whole discussion to a heavenly plane. He 
declared that the human relationships 
of sex and marriage, necessary on earth 
for the maintenance of the human race, 
have no place in Heaven. 

Note how he pressed in upon these 
men the truths about the very things 
they denied: angels, heaven and the 
resurrection. And He spoke with an 
authority which they could not gainsay. 

Let us urge young people (and others) 
not to be bowled over by the “scholarly” 
sounding philosophies of learned unbe- 
lievers and rationalists, but take their 
problems to the Lord and to His Holy 
Word for solution. He has the answers; 
for He is 


Ill. The God of the Living (vv. 37, 38) 

Quoting their leader hero, Moses, He 
showed them that our God is not the 
God of the dead but of the living. His 
followers are alive though they have 
long since died physically. 

The truth of the resurrection from the 
dead has been so fully revealed since 
that day by the death and resurrection 
of our Lord that we have no reason for 
unbelief or fear. He who Himself is “the 
resurrection and the life” is our living 
Lord, now at the right hand of God and 
soon to come again in power and glory. 


Let your faith rest here, and go forth 
in full and joyous assurance to meet the 
need of a world lost in sin and unbelief.

MBI F ounder’s Week 


Founder’s Week Conference at Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago this year will 
be notable for at least three things, ac- 
cording to the conference program now 
being completed: (1) particular emphar 
sis on Bible teaching, (2) three special 
meetings for pastors, and (3) an out- 
standing program for returning alumni.

Brewster, pastor of City Temple in 
Cardiff, Wales. “I can’t sing; I can’t 
speak; I can’t play the piano. What’s 
the use of my even coming to church? 
I’m useless.” 

Pastor Brewster thought a moment, 
then suggested, “Sister, when you get 
home, take off one of your shoes and chop 
off the small toe on that foot.” 

“But, Pastor,” she exclaimed in alarm, 
“that toe is part of my body! It would 
hurt to remove it!” 

“Precisely!” said the pastor, confident 
that the widow would also understand 
that God had placed her in the church 
and given her some function, however 
small, to perform. 

But what can a timid, presumably 
talentless person do for the Lord? When 
eloquence is elusive and fersonality is 
not captivating, how can a person profit- 
ably serve Jesus Christ? 

The next time someone confronts you 
with a challenge like that, answer him, 
“Try tracts!” 

Anyone can distribute tracts. And 
anyone can obtain them. Even the poor- 
est individual can obtain copies from 
several free tract societies and from 
churches anxious to spread the gospel. 


+ PEopLe too timid to hand tracts per- 
sonally to prospective converts can leave 


them conspicuously in public places or 
send them through the mails. A few 
weeks of this type of anonymous distri- 
bution sometimes buoys up boldness for 
a more direct approach. 

I once heard of a man who left a tract 
daily in each phone booth in the building 
where he worked. When he passed 
through the lobby at his lunch hour, on 
coffee breaks and after business hours, 
he would place new tracts in the booths 
Before long he was not only handing 
tracts to individuals but speaking to 
them concerning their spiritual needs. 

Tracts are sometimes derided and 
despised. “Don’t cast pearls before 
swine,” object some who deplore the fact 
that so many tracts are tossed away 
without being read by their recipients. 
But is the neglect of the printed Word 
ot God by recipients of tracts more 
serious than the neglect of the preached 
Word by hearers of sermons? The same 
reasoning could silence every sermon 
addressed to sinners! Certainly many 
tracts seem wasted. But not until the 
ocean of time breaks upon the beach of 
eternity will Christians realize the amaz- 
ing amount of good accomplished by the 
circulation of gospel tracts.

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Visual Aids 


on the Mission Field 


Part II: Ten Kinds of Visual Aids 


By Marge Lachler 


ost missionaries find that properly 

used visual aids are invaluable in 

teaching their people. But, as pointed 
out in the preceding article on this sub- 
ject, the missionary faces special prob- 
lems in making his visual aids under- 
stood, and in avoiding serious miscon- 
ceptions. Having already considered gen- 
eral principles, let us move on now to 
several of the visual aids used on the 
field and the special problems connected 
with each. 

Flannelgraph. This is probably the 
most familiar and most depended upon 
of all the visual aids used by missionaries. 

In using flannelgraph it is important 
that the backgrounds be simple—or dis-

pensed with entirely. A simple blue flan- 
nel strip with oil or plastic painted wave 
crests or a plain sky with pale sunset 


| clouds will not detract if used in the 


right way. 

Figures must be used with care. A chil- 
dren’s worker in Sao Paulo, Brazil, for 
example, was recently much surprised to 
have a mother object violently when she 
placed figures on a flannelgraph board. 
Hastily taking her children out of the 
class, the mother exclaimed, “My chil- 
dren aren’t going to be taught idolatry!” 

When working in areas where idolatry 
has been practiced, figures of Jesus are 
often thought of as idols. One missionary 


| finds using silhouette figures of Jesus is 


therefore less confusing. She also 
crumples the paper figure after use, 
showing that the figure merely repre- 
sents the real Christ. An outstanding 
national worker puts the figure of Christ 
on the board only for a short time and 
changes the figure often so one image 
does not become fixed in her students’ 
minds. Many workers prefer not to use 
the figure of Christ, speaking of Him but 
omitting the visual aid. Of course, pic- 
tures identifying Jesus, Mary or Joseph 
with halos should be avoided. 

In teaching with secular stories, choose 
stories with familiar scenes and objects. 
If possible, find someone with artistic 
ability to draw figures with the cus- 
tomary dress of your audience. Choose 
lessons from their daily life: the boy 
carrying water buckets from the river, 
the bow and arrow hunt for food or the 
native mother loving her children. 

Use flannelbacked objects to help 
teach Bible verses and also songs. Often 
figures from flannelgraph stories can be 
arranged so as to illustrate new songs and 
choruses and aid in their teaching. 

Flash Cards and Flat Pictures. These 
include cards bearing texts or the words 
of songs as well as cards bearing pic- 
tures. As with flannelgraph, pictures 
should fit in closely with the story and 
should show familiar scenes. Often a pic- 
ture of the feared crocodile or the de- 
structive elephant or some other well 
known animal or site will add greatly to 
a siory. Colored pictures, of course, are 
to be preferred. 

Pictures of the Lord Jesus on the cross 
are rejected in some fields. Some mis- 
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sionaries prefer using an empty cross to 
emphasize that Christ is not dead but 
living. However, in many situations it is 
possible to use such pictures as well as 
pictures of the disciples to teach the 
right concepts: Christ is not dead but 
living, and the disciples are not objects 
of idolatry. 

Objects. In using object lessons, re- 
member again to use articles familiar to 
your audience. When you speak about 
Cain offering fruits, show a basket of 
local fruit. The story of the boy bringing 
his loaves and fishes to Jesus can be 
illustrated with real fish and the com- 
mon bread of the people. 

Blackboard Illustrations. These can be 
used very effectively to explain an object, 
teach a Bible verse, show a portion of a 
map or present an outline with a view 
to fixing these things firmly in the view- 
er’s mind. Colored chalk will help em- 
phasize important words. 

Chalktalks. These do not need to be 
complicated. For simple _ illustrations, 
draw on plain paper, newsprint or wrap- 
ping paper tacked to the flannelgraph 
board or blackboard. Principles to re- 
member include: 

1) Use a thick, black crayon 

2) Keep the lines simple; shading is 

not necessary 

3) Draw a little at a time and talk as 

you draw 

4) Permit the audience to see what 

you are doing 

5) Make your figures large 

You do not have to be an artist to do 
effective chalktalks. Practice your draw- 
ing several times before presenting it. 
Begin by drawing the object on a small 
piece of paper which has been divided 
into squares. Enlarging is then easy if 
you divide the large sheet of paper into 
larger squares and enlarge each part of 
the drawing proportionately. It helps to 
sketch a light pencil outline on the paper 
before leaving for your teaching ap- 
pointment; in this way you can concen- 
trate on telling your story while you 
trace over the faint lines with heavy 
crayon. 

Maps. These are most helpful where 
the people are sufficiently advanced to 
understand them. A simple map painted 
on poster board and propped on the 
flannelgraph easel is very effective. Don’t 
merely let a map hang on the wall and 
tell people to look at it after class. Most 
of them won’t. Classes which are suffi- 
ciently advanced will enjoy finding cities 
and tracing journeys. 

Sand Figures. Plaster or cardboard fig- 
ures placed in a sand table will interest 
small groups of young children. When 
you tell your story, move the figures from 
house to temple, or from city to boat. You 
will need a few props: a church, a Pales- 
tinian house, a boat, etc. A few of these 
obtained at a local toyshop will equip you 
for telling several stories. If no sand table 
is available, one can be made by building 
a sandbox and putting it on legs. 

Magic. In a country steeped in super- 
stition, you are liable to be called the 
witch doctor’s brother if you use this 


visual aid. But if your audience is fairly | 


well educated and not of a superstitious 
nature, it may be useful.

London—The National Assembly of 
the Church of England agreed at its 
fall session to require the resident of a 
parish to attend church at least once 
every six months in order to retain his 
name on the church’s roll of members. 


Korea—The 43rd General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church has adopted a 
resolution calling for the unification of 
Korea “at the earliest possible time.” The 
resolution noted the difficulties of Chris- 
tians living in Northern Korea and ex- 
pressed the hope that the UN would be 


able to help bring about the desired | 


unification. 


Buenos Aires—Argentina has become 
the fifth South American country in 
which commercial showings have been 
held of “Martin Luther,” the dramatic 
film on the life of the sixteenth century 
Protestant Reformer.

Germany—The Schleswig-Holstein Lu- 
theran Mission Society voted recently to 
resume strengthening its mission work. 
Forty-two years ago, during World War 
I, the society was forced to abandon its 
work in Tanganyika, Africa. Now this 
so-called Brecklum Mission will renew its 
work with 300 other Lutheran mission- 
aries to serve the 265,000 members of the 
Tanganyikan Lutheran Church. The 
Brecklum Mission took this step in the 
face of mounting obstacles to activities 
in Asia. The society was forced to dis- 
continue its work in China following the 
communist victory there. Several of its 
missionaries were imprisoned by the 
Chinese Communist Government.

up to every parsonage. The household 
goods are packed into it and the 
pastor and his family file out the 
door. They take a final, perhaps affec- 
tionate, look at the house that has been 
home to them, and turn to shake hands 
with the faithful few who have come for 
a last farewell. A few tears, a few parting 
words, and pastor and family drive on, 
with mixed emotions, to a new ministry. 
For a few weeks thereafter, or perhaps 
months, the parsonage stands empty, a 
silent symbol of the congregation’s lone- 
liness. A succession of candidates comes

to the church—blue-eyed and brown- 
eyed, short and stout, tall and thin, or 
just average. Then one of them is called. 
He accepts the call and moves into the 
vacant house. Once again the church 
has a pastor! 


+ THE transitional period is a somewhat 
difficult one for both pastor and people. 
And always—back of everything, in those 
first few months—looms the shadow ‘of 
the former pastor. Since this cannot be 
avoided, why not let it be recognized, 
frankly faced, and made a blessing? 

There is no doubt that the incoming 
minister will get to know his predecessor 
thoroughly, for better or for worse, after 
he has been in the church for six months. 
He may never have met the man, but he 
has heard so much about him by that 
time that he feels he has a composite 
picture of him, his ministry, his habits 
and his home life. 

The spirit of the new minister toward 
the man he follows will largely affect the 
entire spirit of this transitional period, 
this changeover from one ministry to an- 
other. And consciously or unconsciously, 
the departing brother can do much 
to prepare the way delightfully for the 
minister who will take his place. He may 
ask his people to fully support the new 
minister, and give him a real buildup 
worthy of a true spiritual leader. Any 
pastor worthy of his Sunday offering 
knows that his people have hearts big 
enough to love both the “old” pastor and 
the “new.” 

Blessed is the memory of that pastor 
who plans to leave things in the best 
possible fashion! Some difficult situations 
may need to be remedied. Perhaps some 
thoughtful action by the nominating 
committee will make the new era a 
brighter one for everybody Some over- 
zealous sister may require a private dis- 
cussion concerning what her duties are— 
and where they end! Officers lagging in 
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their responsibilities may be counseled 
by one they have learned to trust, and 
those who feel that “we just can’t go on 
here after you leave, pastor” must be 
told how greatly the new minister will 
need their support. 

And by the way, after candidating in 
churches where not only was there no 
mailing list to be found, but no member- 
ship list either (according to the officers), 
we would point out that common courtesy 
indicates that a minister should leave 
a new, up-to-date mailing list and all 
records where the new incumbent may 
easily find them. 


+ THE incoming minister will greatly 
appreciate every good thing he finds, for 
he will see the imprint of his predecessor 
everywhere! Have there been improve- 
ments? Thank God—and also thank the 
former minister! Has a strong missionary 
interest been instilled? Is there a spark 
of real concern for the community? Is 
the church well thought of? Is its credit 
good? Has the pastor left all bills paid? 
Do the neighbors speak well of the one 
who has gone before? These are vital 
matters, yet they are simply the fruit of 
spiritual living. 

Where discipline has been taught and 
practiced it is easy to carry on. But most 
people are looking for the easy way out 
and, where pastors permit this, others 
tend to follow. Then, when a minister 
with firm spiritual ideals is installed, he 
may find it difficult to restore a spiritual 
norm. However, when the lines are well 
laid and announced, and when we do not 
make fish of one and fowl of another, 
church discipline is no problem. If peo- 
ple know what is expected of them they 
are glad to cooperate. 

In the adjustment period the wife of 
the pastor has considerable influence. Of 
course she need not mention to anyone 
that she left her parsonage cleaner than 
the one she has just moved into. Nor 
need she be one bit miffed if the piety 
of her predecessor is referred to now and 
again. A noble spirit and a true heart will 
do wonders here! 


+ AN ever-present problem for the for- 
mer pastor is: “What shall I do about 
coming back?”

The third part is a chapter-by-chapter summary, twenty-eight in all. The titles of 
the chapters are pithy and descriptive, such as “Man on Trial—in the Presence of 
(Chapter 26) and “The Divine Program in Pictorial Form” 
| Other parts of the book deal with “The Thirteen Parables of the Kingdom of 
Heaven,” “Other Parables,” “Miracles Recorded by Matthew” 
(a group of nineteen meditations). 

There are thirteen chapters under the section dealing with “Expository Glimpses” 
and thirteen more from “The Sermon on the Mount.”

as Part XI and deals with “The Great Commission”). 

The book is replete with valuable expository thoughts and theological topics 
usable by every preacher and teacher of the Word. This reviewer is not, however, in 
agreement with the author’s statement that “This end of the age is reached when 
Christ comes in power and glory. The rapture will precede that coming by some 
The age of grace during which Christ’s Bride is being formed surely termi- 
nates with the rapture of the Bride, His church. If this were not so, there would be

the older teaching were persecuted. 
The author’s careful treatment of the 
Biblical teaching on baptism (Chapters I 
and II) is made more authoritative by 
his competence in the Greek language. 
He concludes that infant baptism is not 
taught in the Scripture and that it is 
first clearly mentioned in the writings 
of the Church Fathers in Tertullian’s 
work on baptism (Chapters III and IV). 
Here Tertullian only mentions it in order 
to refute it. The separation of faith from 
baptism by infant baptism led inevitably 
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to the development of confirmation (p. 
270). 

Carefully examining the teachings of 
Reformers, he demonstrates that 
their theory of baptism often clashed 
with their practice (Chapters VII and 
VIII). A large part of the book is devoted 
to an account of the persecution of pro- 
ponents of believer baptism by immersion 
by their state church opponents (Chap- 
ters VI, IX, X, XI). The contemporary 
significance of believer immersion as 
scriptural practice is set forth as his 
conclusion. 

The author shows competence in han- 
dling and in knowledge of Biblical Greek, 
the writings of the Church Fathers and 
Church history. The chonological table to 
A.D. 500 (pp. 339-344) of the doctrine of 
baptism is a most helpful summation of 
the material concerning baptism in the 
writings of the Church Fathers. The 
translator’s discussion of Oscar Cull- 
mann’s recent work in favor of infant 
baptism in Chapter V brings the treat- 
ment up to date.

Behind the Ball 


Dear Friends: 

I heard a remark the other day that 
rubbed me the wrong way. It went some- 
thing like this: “Sports are over-empha- 
sized in the high school. I can’t see 
anything about them that is beneficial 
to the Christian.” This remark was made 
by a sincere young fellow, who went on 
to tell about the Christian athletes he 
knew who lived their sports so much that 
there was no room for anything else in 
their thoughts. 

The reason this statement rubbed me 
the wrong way is that I like sports— 
all of them. With me it’s only a side- 
line interest, but I know plenty of Chris- 
tian athletes who love the Lord and want 
to glorify Him in all that they do. 

In giving my friend’s observation a 
fair appraisal, however, I had to admit 
he might have a case. Since he was talk- 
ing about basketball, let’s take a look and 
see what we find “behind the ball.” 

First, how about the players, the men 
on the team? Is it difficult for a Chris- 
tian to maintain his witness and still 
“live” basketball every day during the 
season? There is no doubt that it is dif- 
ficult. But so is basketball! In fact, ac- 
cording to those in the know, this is one 
of the toughest sports to master. So the 
Christian should not be scared off by the 
additional challenge to make his sport 
usable in his Christian life. How is it 
done? Here are some answers I got from 
a top-notch hardwood hero who is also 
a vibrant Christian. 

1. Make up your mind that you're 
going to please Him in all that you do. 
Sportsmanship, attitude toward the op- 
ponent, toward team members, the way 
you play the game—all these things 
speak louder than any sermon to the 
unsaved athlete. There is no place for 
“dirty” playing if the Christian wants to 
maintain any kind of a testimony. 

2. Schedule your time. During the sea- 
son make up your mind to cut out un- 
essential activities (even if it means 
cutting dates with her) so your studying 
will not be affected. This can be done but 
it must be planned. 

3. Remember that while basketball may 
be the leading interest in your life it 
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may not be the same with others. Show 
interest in other activities. Be willing 
to listen to that friend who likes good 
music, for instance. Thinking of your 
interests alone is only another form of 
selfishness and yet it seems to be one of 
the Christian’s most common faults. If 
you really want your life to count, here’s 
a natural opportunity to be different 
where it will pay off. 

But probably only a small percentage 
of you are “on the team.” Most of you 
are in the cheering section. Don’t be a 
bleacher big shot! We have all seen 
intelligent, normal fellows and girls be- 
come yelling fanatics when they get into 
the frenzied excitement of a close game. 
When this hazpens to one who is sup- 
posed to be a Christian his inconsistency 
actually screams out for all to hear. I'll 
never forget, while attending a baseball 
game, hearing an adult Christian ac- 
quaintance heckle the umpire in an un- 
kind, un-Christian manner. Every time 
I meet him I see him as he appeared that 
day. 

Do you travel to out-of-town games? 
Let the public see that some teenagers 
are thoughtful, mannerly and courteous. 
I chaperoned fifty Christian college girls 
at a college tournament one year. Be- 
cause of the damage students from other 
colleges had inflicted on hotel property 
it was very difficult to get a hotel to agree 
to house our students. One reputable 
hotel manager finally consented to “take 
a chance.” Before we left he told me how 
impressed he was with our crowd, saying 
it was encouraging to know there were 
still some young people like that. It 
took individual courtesy and Christian 
living to gain that comment, but it’s the 
kind of witnessing that makes the man 
on the street or the boy in the bleachers 
think, “There must be something to 
Christianity.” 

Perhaps you’ve never thought of sports 
as a medium for witnessing. But Colos- 
sians 3:17 tells us: “And whatsoever ye 
do in word or deed, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus.” That “whatsoever” 
takes in unlimited territory. It must, for 
you may be the only Christian someone 
knows!-—H. G.

you can overcome... 


RE you afraid to face an audience and 
make a speech? Do your knees knock 
and hands shake? Does your 
face get red? Do you stutter and 

hesitate for words and fall back on “and 
—ah—er—ah” while you are trying to 
think? Are you afraid to head commit- 
tees, accept the chairmanship of church 
or school organizations because you don’t 
know how to make a speech? 

There once was a man who had all the 
fears and weaknesses you have. More- 
over he had a disfiguring skin disease 
that made people ridicule and even shun 
him. Yet he successfully overcame these 
handicaps and became famous for clear 
speaking. Even his conversation was so 
convincing that he swayed and domi- 
nated any group he was ever in. 

Today, although Samuel Johnson died 
than a century and a half ago, 
his sayings are a part of our 
When you hear or use such 
expressions as “It fitted him to a T,” 
“Hell is paved with good intentions,” 
“Mum, it is a secret,” and “Whatever you 
have, spend less,” you are using the re- 
sults of his clear speaking. Though much

of his speaking was in the form of con- 
versation, in a sense we can compare it 
with formal speaking, since whatever 
group he was in became at once his audi- 
ence and gave him strict attention. 

You may never be as great a speaker as 
Dr. Johnson, but if you begin now you 
can be a clear speaker, one your listeners 
will understand and attend to. 


+ To succeed in this, you'll want first of 
all to clarify your thinking. Then you'll 
want to make sure that what you have to 
say will repay your hearers for the time 
they spend listening to you. Finally you'll 
want to decide whether your chief in- 
terest is in making an impression or in 
getting your message across. 

To clarify your thinking you first have 
to think! You can’t just blindly accept 
other people’s beliefs as yours. As one 
man wrote recently, “God has no grand- 
children.” Sons, yes. But no one becomes 
a child of God because his parents are. 

Examine some of the beliefs and tra- 
ditions you hold. Ask yourself: Why am 
I a Republican? Why am I a Presby- 
terian? Why am I for integration? Why

do I attend evening church instead of 
watching TV or studying? 

Whatever subject you tackle first, read 
everything on it you can find—recent 
magazine articles, news items, old and 
new books. Walter S. Campbell, author 
and instructor in writing, says that by 
systematic reading almost anyone can 
learn in a few months’ time more than 
most people know about a subject. 

After reading, sorting opinions 
making your own decisions, you'll stand 
with new assurance of your convictions. 
You've clarified your thinking on the sub- 
ject. You’re enthusiastic about it and you 
could make a speech. 


and 


+ But wait a minute! Are you sure your 
hearers will feel repaid for the time they 
spend listening to you? Whether they 
will depends partly on your own integ- 
rity, partly on the subject you choose and 
partly on the polish you give your speech. 

Radio or TV fans who aren’t impressed 
with a program can twist a dial. Readers 
can drop the magazine, close the book or 
shut their eves when the author fails to 
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give them value for their time. 
audience is on the spot. Not many will 


get up and walk out even if they're 
bored with what you’re saying. So you 
must give “value received” for time spent. 

Then you have to believe in your sub- 
ject. Alan H. Monroe in Principles and 
Types of Speech points out that “people 
do not listen merely to a speech, but to 
a person speaking.” You cannot urge your 
audience to support the young people’s 
meeting if you do not support it. So 
choose a topic you sincerely believe in. 

Another way to make sure your audi- 
ence will be repaid for listening to you 
is to choose a subject that will be mean- 
ingful. Unless your hearers understand 
what you say and pay attention to what 
you say, they will not feel repaid. 

After choosing a topic that you can 
present convincingly and one that you 
believe in, add the polish. Few people go 
through high school and college without 
enrolling in a speech class. If you are 
one who missed that training, you can no 


doubt find an extension class in your 
local high school or college that will

teach you the art of polishing speeches 
and provide you the practice you need 
in order to please your hearers. 


+ BEFORE you make that speech. however. 
there’s something else to think about. Do 
you want to make a good impression or 
do you want to get your message across? 
There’s a difference. One way lies failure, 
the other success. 

A trick that may help you forget about 
making a good impression and keep your 
mind on getting your message across is to 
set down on paper in one clear-cut sen- 
tence the theme or purpose of your 
speech. Then stay with it. For instance, 
if you are to give a pep talk to get the 
young people in your church to turn out 
for evening service, you might word such 
a sentence something like this: “By not 
attending evening service, young people 
are missing an opportunity to increase 
their knowledge.” 

Then everything you must

Don’t try to make a hit with your favorite 
cliches. Instead make every illustration, 
every quote, every fact point up the

statement you have written down. 

It might be that before you speak you 
would have to do a little sales promotion 
work to see that the evening service ac- 
tually is profitable to those who come. 
Think of what there is to learn about the 
Bible, the church, the songs. Especially 
appealing to young people should be in- 
struction in music—music of the Bible, 
music of the church and accounts of 
great composers who were also saints. 
You might strike the match that would 
spark someone in the audience to write 
a new hymn. It might even be a great 
hymn and then it would cause the man 
who said, with regret, “No great hymns 
have been written in the twentieth cen- 
tury,” to retract his statement. 

By concentrating your speech on one 
clear-cut sentence you'll forget about 
making a good impression and you'll put 
your message across. 

Overcoming your fear of public speak- 


ing adds up to a big project. But you'll 
end up with an inner satisfaction when 
you've cleared your thinking on a given 
subject, satisfied your audience and 
made a good impression. END

+ Our subject, put in one word, is as- 
surance. For many years one key ques- 
tion occupied my mind: “How can I be 
sure I’m a Christian?” Sometimes I felt 
that I was; these were the times I was 
feeling good and I seemed able to con- 
quer my sins. At other times I felt equally 
an imitation 
Christian, and a pretty poor one at that. 
If only someone during those years had 
explained these things to me as I want to 
try to explain them to you, I would have 
been saved much anxiety and I would 
have been of greater use to the Lord. 
According to God’s Word no one need 
for a moment remain in such uncertainty. 
Every person is either saved or lost, and 
every person may know for sure which 


See, for example, the case of the 
Philippian jailer in Acts 16. In verses 29 


|} and 30, what evidence do you find that 


he knew himself to be lost? You should 
find one thing in each of these verses to 


| show you beyond question that he knew 


he was outside of God’s salvation. But 
now look on to verses 33 and 34. Do you 
think he is now equally certain he is 
saved? What ceremony in verse 33 shows 
that he now considers himself a Chris- 
tian? What is there in the next verse to 
prove that his heart was not troubled 
with doubts? 

Just one reference from the First 

Epistle of John. Chapter 5, verse 19, tells 
us that John knew that he was “of God,” 
that is, that he was a Christian. But does 
it also mean that other Christians, the 
ones he was writing to, also knew that 
they belonged to the Lord? He does not 
say, “I know,” but—what? As we read 
these words today, they tell us that we 
too may know that we are His. 
+ You will make no progress in the 
Christian life until you are sure that you 
have received Christ and that He lives in 
you. My greatest regret as I look back 
on those years of uncertainty is that I 
did not grow in my Christian life. I did 
not make progress in holiness and I did 
not increase in usefulness for Christ. The 
reason for this is simple. 

Look at I Corinthians 3:11. What part 
of a building is Jesus Christ compared 
with in this verse? This is what He must 
be in your life: you build your life on 
Him.: Verse 12. 

Just imagine for a moment that you 
are building a house. You lay the foun- 
dation and are pleased with your work. 
Then you put up the main walls and 
have nearly got the ground floor com- 
pleted. But suddenly doubts spring up

tribute nothing whatever to your salva- 
tion! You are no more saved by doing 
these things than you are lost by not 
doing them. 

Turn to I Corinthians 15:1 to 4. In 
verse 1 Paul reminds his readers that he 
preached the gospel to them and that 
they received it. The beginning of verse 
2 tells you what resulted from this. Write 
it down. But what was the gospel by 
which they were saved? Verse 3 tells you 
as plainly as you could wish. They were 
saved because Christ died for their sins 

How does Paul describe his gospel in 
I Corinthians 2:2? To make them sure 
of their salvation he taught them to rest 





upon the fact that Jesus Christ was 
crucified for them. My advice to you is 
the same: when Satan afflicts you with 


doubts, tell yourself that Christ died for 
you. 


One more verse on this point: I Peter 


3:18 (“once” in this verse means “once 
for all’). For what did Christ suffer? 
And for whom? So if you feel yourself 


to be unjust. unworthy, you are one of 
those He had in mind when He died. 

+ Here is the second point to grasp: 
the absolute sufficiency of your faith 
We have seen that the Blood of Christ is 
effective in procuring your salvation; 
now let us see what response is required 
on your part. 

In Ephesians 2:8 and 9 Paul deals with 
this question. He says that we are saved 
by grace (that is, by the sacrifice of 
Christ). But. on our part, it is through 
—what? And not by—what? Verse 9. Get 
these two points clear in your mind 
Repeat them to yourself: “My salvation 
is through . and not ’ Time and 
again the Word of God emphasizes the 
same truth. Nothing you do, nothing you 
say, nothing anyone else does to you or 
on your behalf. nothing you can give up, 
can make Christ’s atoning death good in 
your case. Only faith. See the same thing 
in John 3:16. 

But what is faith? We might be puzzled 
about this, had not God given us one 
verse to make it really plain. John 1:12 
is the verse. It describes how one becomes 
a child of God. At the end of the verse 
you see it is by faith, that is, by believing. 
But the beginning of the verse explains 
to you what faith is. “To have faith” 
means to do something. To do what?
